WOODS’S INJUNCTION FAILS 





Commissioner Baker Meets Manager’s 
Fight to Retain Farce by Refusing 
to Renew Theatre’s License. 





Mayor Gaynor and Police Commissioner 
Baker, it developed yesterday, were re- 


sponsible for the closing on Monday night 
of the New York Theatre, where “ The 
Girl with the Whooping Cough,’ an 
adaptation of a French farce, with Vales- 
ka Surstt in the ‘eading rdle, was the at- 
traction. 

Patrons who applied at the box office 
Monday night were informed that Miss 
Surat. was ill, and that no performance 
would be given. Yesterday morning a 
large poster at the entrance to the thea- 
tre announced that the actress was still 
jl, and that those who had purchased 
tickets for future performances of the 
play could have their money refunded. 
No inkling as to the real nature of af- 
fairs came out uniil the following letter 
from Mayor Gaynor to Police Commis- 
sioner Baker was made public at’ the 
City Hall yesterday afternoon: 

it, of New York, Office of the Ld 

Sir: Your report has been communicated 

to me and your action in refusing to renew 

the license 2o the New York Theatre, which 
ras just expired, and thereby closing the 
piace last night, and preventing 4 continu- 
guce of the so-called play, which was run- 
ring there, is approved. Please do not re- 
rew the license until you consult with me, 
anc we get some guarantee of future decen- 
cy. The people of this city have had enough 
of false and nasty theatres, as well as of the 
few false and nasty newspapers, and we 
want to drop them.

Mayor Read the Play. 

There is still some doubt as to whether 
it was the Mayor or Commissioner (.ker 
who started the crusade against tue play. 
According to an individual close to the 
Mayor, his Honor’s attention was called 
to the play shortly after it opened: two 
weeks igo. The, Mayor, it is said, re- 
ceived many letters of complaint about 
the piece, and several] persons, including 
representatives of two newspapers, called 
upon him and asked him to take action. 
The Mayor, it is said, sent stenographers 
to the theatre and had the objecflonabie 
parts taken down. He also secured the 
manuscript of the play and went over it 
carefully. Then he wrote a letter to 
Commissioner Baker, advising him not to 
renew the license of the theatre. 

Commissioner Baker said yesterday that 
the letters of complaint and the protest- 
ing individuals came to him. He said he 
detailed four men to the theatre last 
Thursday night to take notes, and when he 
looked over the evidence Friday morning 
he sent a letter to Abraham L. Erlanger 
of Kiaw & Erlanger, managers of the 
theatre, stating that unless the play was 
withdrawn he would refuse to renew the 
theatre’s license. He gave Mr. Erlanger, 
he said, until Saturday night to have his 
demands complied with, and stated that 
under no condition would be allow a per- 
formance to be given after that: date on 
pain of refusing to renew the license. 

Mr. Erianger, the Commissioner Said, 
replied that he would withdraw the play 
at once. He said he thought the matter 
would end there, but Al H. Woods, the 
producer of the play, did not take the 
matter so complacently. As soon as he 
found that the run of the play was to be 
interrupted he hurried to Commissioner 
Baker's office with his lawyer, Henry J. 
Goldsmith, and put up a vigorous protest. 
He got little comfort from the Commis- 
sioner, however. In fact, the Commis- 
sioner frankly told him that he ought to 
be ashamed of himself for producing 
plays of such an objectionable nature, 

Woods Obtains Injunction. 

Monday afternoon Mr. Woods and his 
lawyer went to the City Hall and had a 
ecnference with Mayor Gaynor. The May- 
or apparently gave him no more comfort 
than did the Police Commissioner. Leav- 
ing the City Hall the producer and his 
lawyer went before Justice Whitney and 
obtained an order directing Police Com- 
missioner Baker, Inspector Waish, and 
‘‘apt. Finelite of the Twenty-sixth Pre- 
cinct to show legal cause why they should 
not be restrained from taking any step to 
stop the production of the play, ‘“‘ The 
Girl with the Whooping Cough,” and 
from trespassing upon the property of 
New York Theatre. The order was re- 
turnable before Justice McCall in Special 
Term of the Supreme Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon, 

When Lawyers Goldsmith and Mirabeau 
I.. Towns appeared before Justice McCall 
ihey produced an affidavit from Mr. 
Woods, in which he set forth that on May 
G Commissioner Baker told him that he 
would not allow any further production 
of ** The Girl with the Whooping Cough ”’ 
in this city. He also asserted that Com- 
missioner Baker told him that he would 
not listen to any argument, and that he 
would not ge to see the play or send any 
‘ one there. The Commissioner added, ac- 
cording to Woods, that he had received 
reports about the play, and that it was 
**rotten.”” Woods also set forth that Com- 
missioner Baker said: 

“T will not allow that play to be pro- 
cuced in New York. Further, I will also 
not allow it as long as Veleska Suratt 
takes the leading part. I stopped her at 
Hammerstein's and other places, and I 
will stop her here. I do not care what 
loss you sustain by reason of my actions; 
that is your affair and your misfortune. 
I am going to stop that play.” 

Justice McCall made the injunction re- 
straining the police from interfering with 
tne play permanent so long as Htigation 
_eoncerning it continued. He pointed out, 
however, that he had no authority to 
compel the Police Commissioner to grant 
the theatre license to the New York The- 
atre.. | 
Baker Refuses to Renew License. 


“A very fortunate state of affairs made 
it possible for me to reach this man Woods 
and force him to stop the very improper 
play,” said Police Commissioner Baker 
yesterday. ‘‘ The license for all the the- 
atres in the city expire at the end of 
each April. The law gives the Police 
Commissioner a great deal of power in 
regard to granting these licenses, and I 
used this as a club to get after Woods. 
I received many complaints about the 
play from very reputable people, and I 








FOREST FIRES DOOM TOWN. — 


Flames Threaten to Wipe It Out—Help 
Sent to Inhabitants. 


DULUTH, May 10.—A wireless message 
from Grand Marais, Minn., received to- 
night, said that forest fires were bearing 
down on that village, and that-it seemed 
doomed. The operator said that it was 
his last message, as the fire was getting 
so close that he would have to abandon 
his tower and seek safety. 

Grand Marais is an old trading post 
situated on the north shore of: Lake Su- 
perior. Steps were taken to-night to 
send a relief boat to the village. So far 
as is known no lives have been lost. 
Wild animals are rushing to the lake 
shore before the fires. 





MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 10.—The en- 
tire northeastern portion of Minnesota's 
forest region igs smoldering and smoking; 
vast timbered areas in Wisconsin have 
been swept by flames; several villages 
are threatened with destruction from for- 
est fires. ; 

The fires are scattered over an area of 
at least 500 square miles. The densest 
pall of smoke seen in a score of years is 
hanging over Lake Superior, and fires 
appear to be burning in all directions. 





FREAK WEATHER VISITS PARIS. 





Heavy Rains, Hailstones, and Quick 
Changes in Temperature—Blame Comet 
Special Cable te THE NEw York TIMES. 

PARIS, May 10.—The most extraor- 
dinary weather it has known perhaps 
in its history has visited the French 
capital in the last few days. The 
French attribute it to the lune rousse, 
er red moon, covering a period that 
corresponds roughly with that which 
in America is supposed to be under the 
stormy influence of St. Swithin. 

It would be hard to find a date in 


‘the last thirty days on which it has not 


rained. On Sunday last there were all 
kinds of weather in a dozen hours, 
from genial sunshine to heavy down- 
pour, and the temperature was equally 
changeable. About midday a tremen- 
dous fa'l of large hailstones came, last- 
ing half an hour, and once since then 
this experience has been’ repeated, 
though in milder form. 

It is impossible to predict the weath- 
er from one hour to another. Great- 
coats to-day were an absolute neces- 
sity. 

A large part of the population attrib- 
ute the vagaries of the weather to the 
nearness of the comet, and leading as- 
tronomers themselves admit that there 
ig nothing improbable in this theory. 


UNIONS TO AID SEIDEL. 


Will Buy Milwaukee Bonds Issued In 
Socialist Regime If Banks Won't.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 10.—A Na- 
tional movement of labor unions to main- 
tain the credit of the Milwaukee Socialist 
administration Has been launched by the 
International Bakers’ Union. The Execu- 
tive Committee at a secret meeting a few 
days ago decided to sell $200,000 of United 
States bonds now in its Treasury and de- 
vote the proceeds to the purchase of Mil- 
waukee bonds issued by the social Demo- 
cratic régime in case Eastern banking 
interests hesitate to take Milwaukee se- 
curities. This wes the announcement 
made to-day by Mayor Seldel. 

The action of the bakers is expected to 
be followed by the National Brewery 
Worters. who have $1,000,000 in their 
trea ury invested in Government b6nds, 
and by both the Western Federation of 
Miners and by the United Mine Workers. 
Mayor Emil Seidel manifested surprise 
when informed of the.action. The Mayor, 
however, was not entirely unprepared for 
it. When rumors first began to spread 
to the effect that Milwaukee bonds might 
not command the most favorable market 
under the Social Democratic administra- 
tion, he said that such a result would 
follow. ‘‘ We have several ways of check- 
ing any move to avoid Milwaukee bonds 
on the part of. bend buyers,” he declared. 

“This is a step which shows the re- 
markable solidarity of the labor move- 
ment,” said City Clerk Earl D. Thompson. 
‘We have letters from men all over the 
country who have told us that they would 
buy Milwaukee bonds if there ever came 
a time when the city was harassed in any 
way by the big buyers. If there were 
any concerted refusal to buy our bonds 
we could practically,empty the savings 
banks by offering the bonds to the public 
in suitable denominations.” 


PASSENGER RATES GOING UP. 


Eastern Agents Meet to Consider In- 
creases In Commutation. 


The General Passenger Agents of the 
Bastern railroads held a regujar meeting 
at the offices of the Trunk Line Associa- 
tion yesterday, at which, it was reported, 
they discussed the passenger rate in- 
creases which are now under considera- 
tion, including the proposed advances in 
commutation rates. The lines serving 
New York City are agreed on the general 
question of increasing commutation rates, 
but not all the lines have completed the 
revision of their commutation schedules. 
Discussing the attitude of the public to- 
ward the plan of the railroads, the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent of one of the New 
York lines said it was to be éxpected that 
the move would arouse opposition. 

The railroads, he said, are, however, 
justified in making the increase, for the 
reason that the railroads have gone on 
paying increased prices for nearly every- 
thing they use until they are now prac- 
tically compelled to get more for the serv- 
ices they perform for the public. 

The purpose of the railroads, it is said, 
is not to impose any undue burden on the 
several hundred thousand commuters who 
use the lines running to New York City, 
but to make this class of traffic bear its 


share of the increased revenue which the 
railroads are seeking as an offset to the 
wage increases which have lately been 
allowed to railway employes.

Ex-President May Not Be Able to Give 
His Berlin Lecture or Attend Sham 
Battle in His Honor.

BERLIN, May 10.—The Emperor 
Wiliam and Mr. Roosevelt clasped 
hands this afternoon on the marble 
steps of Frederick the Great’s New 
Palace at Potsdam. 

The meeting between the world’s two 
chief exponents of the strenuous life 
was cordial and friendly in the ex- 
treme. Clad in the picturesque white 
uniformh of the Garde du Corps, with 
his helmet surmounted by a shimmer- 
ing silver eagle, the Kaiser looked 
every inch the War Lord pictured in a 
thousand photographs, as he and Mr. 
Roosevelt stood shaking hands vigor- 
ously and enthusiastically for almost a 
full minute. 

The Roosevelt party had arrived 
from Berlin a few minutes before by 
special train. After the formalities of 
presentation to the Kaiserin, the 
Crown Prince and Princess, and other 
members of the imperial household 
were over the Kaiser escorted his 
guests into the Jasper Gallery of the 
palace, where luncheon was served at 
small tables. Mrs. Roosevélt walked 
in on the arm of the Kaiser, and the 
ex-President escorted the Empress. 
The luncheon was. strictly informal, 
and there were no speeches. When it 
Was over the Kaiser took possession of 
Mr. Roosevelt, and, piloting him into 
a corner, engaged him immediately in 
most animated conversation, which 
lasted for over an hour. 

History will probably be deprived of 
the knowledge of what was talked 
about, but, whatever it was, both the 
Emperor and Mr. Roosevelt resorted 
frequently to gestures with arms, fists, 
and heads to drive home their mean- 
ing and emphasize their points. 

Then the Emperor took the Roose- 
velt family in a motor car to Sans 
Souci Palace for a loek at the royal 
residence hallowed with memories of 
Frederick the Great. Mr. Roosevelt 
recalled the claims of the Kaiser’s 
great. warrior ancestor to American in- 
terest—how he forbade England’s hired 
Hessian troops to cross Prussian soll, 
and Frederick’s profound admiration 
for Washington. 

Then, after a visit which had lasted 
from 1 o'clock till 5, the Roosevelts 
motored back to the American Em- 
bassy in Berlin in one of the imperial 
automobiles. 

Whether it was due to his elocution- 
ary contest with the Kaiser or to the 
raw, rainy weather which prevailed in 
Berlin throughout the day, Mr. Roose- 
velt reached the embassy considerably 
hoarser than when he arrived in Berlin 
early in the morning. His throat was 
so sore that he found it difficult to 
speak with any freedom to Command- 
er Peary, who was awaiting the ex- 
President, the explorer having delayed 
his departure for Rome two days for 
the purpose of greeting the Colonel. 

On his return to the embassy Mr. 
Roosevelt submitted to an examination 
at the hands of Prof. Frankel, one of 
Germany’s most celebrated throat spe- 
cialists. Prof. Frinkel found him suf- 
fering from an acute but benign case 
of laryngitis, the after effect of bron- 
chitis of such a type a8 commonly at- 
tacks persons who have dwelt for some 
time in the tropics. 

Until the ex-President has been re- 
examined to-morrow morning, Prof. 
Frinkel declines to say whether it wil! 
be prudent for him to watch on horse- 
back the spectacular sham battie which 
the Kaiser has arranged for his amuse- 
ment at Dédberitz. Prof. Frinkel also 
expresses skepticism regarding Mr. 
Roosevelt’s ability to deliver his uni- 
versity lecture on Thursday. If he 
speaks at all it will have to be in the 
softest accents, and: everything savor- 


ing of exposure or strain must be care- 
fully avoided. 


To-night Mr. Roosevelt was to dine 
privately with Ambassador Hill's fam- 
ily, but he remained in his rooms in or- 
der to spare exertion to his throat. He 
hopes to be able to attend the sham 
battle to-morrow. 


BERLIN, May 10.—A regrettable inci- 
dent occurred on the arrival of the Rouwse- 
velt party at Bérlin from Stockholm this 
morning, when the royal carriages in- 


tended for their use failed to reach the 
station in time and Ambassador Hill wos 
missing from among tte officials who 
had gathered to greet the ex-President. 
This was due to a misundcrstanding re- 
parsing the time of arrival of the special 
train, 

Mr. Roosevelt was met at the railroad 
station by Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
von Schién, on behalf of the Empervr; 
the staff of the American Embassy, Con- 
sul General Thackara, T. St. John Gafi- 
ney, American Consul General at Dresden, 
and many members of the American col- 
eny. Among the other Germans to meet 
Mr. Roosevelt were Lieut. Col. von Kd&r- 
ner, who was deputed by his Majesty as 
the ex-President’s military attaché during 
his visit to Germany, and Count von 
Wedel, who will have ore of the gen- 
eral arrangements during Mr. Roosevelt's 


stay. 

In the absence of Emperor William, 
who but for the death of his uncle, King 
Edward, would have rsonally met the 
ex-President, the official party of recev- 
tion was headed by Herr von Schién. The 
main stairway leading from the station to 
the street been made beautiful with 
s. wealth of potted plants, and as the 
eoee vests passed down to their carriage 
they received frequent salutations froin 
the gathered throng. They were driven to 
the American Embassy. 

Mr. Roosevelt was escorted to Potsdam 
this afternoon by Gen. Alfred von Liwen- 
feld, the personal representative of the 
Emperor, who was to meet Mr. Roosevelt 
at the railway station in Berlin this morn- 
ing, but who, in common with Ambasea- 
r Hill, was deceived as to the hour ot 
tne jal’s arrival.

PARTY SURELY SPLIT, 
DECLARES CUMMINS 


Tells Progressive Republicans at 
Des Moines That Leaders Must 
Recognize That Fact. 














WON'T FOLLOW ALDRICH 





Opposes Re-election of lowa Congress- 
men That Take Orders from 
the Machine. 





DES MOINES, May 10.—Denunciations 
of the tariff bill and the men who passed 
it characterized the speeches made to- 
right by Senators Jonathan P. Dolliver 
and Albert B. Cummins, in opening the 
rrogressive campaign in Iowa. The Col- 
iseum was crowded by 10,000 progressives. 

The meeting to-night followed district 
conferences throughout the day, at which 
steps were taken to reconstruct the old 
Cummins organization and to organize the 
State by counties and precincts. 

Even President Taft did not escape the 
aspersions of the Senators, while Senator 
Aldrich ‘was named as the leader of cor- 
porate greed aid avarice. 

Senator Aldrich was frequently men- 
tioned as the man “allied with the Gug- 
genheims and the Ryans and Paul Mor- 
ton in a mammoth trust, incorporated as 
a rubber company, which is allowed by 
the articles of incorporation to partici- 
pate in any kind of business, anywhere 
on the face of the earth, and which is one 
of the holding companies in the Guggen- 
hein syne@icate for the control of the 
wealth of Alaska.’’ 

‘Senator Cummins traced the develop- 
ment of corporations in the United States 
and declared that present Republican 
leaders were in league with these corpo- 
rations. He asserted that the present 
split in the Republican ranks must be 
taken into consideration. 

If those Republican leaders who, he 
charged, were in league with corpora- 
tions, Senator Cummins said>— 

*‘“Most of them have been brought up 
with these influences all around them, 
and therefore whenever a law is proposed 
that restricts or reduces corporate power 
their first inquiry is not, will this measure 
bring help to the people, but, is it recom- 
mended by the captains of industry, the 
masters of high finance. 

“These leaders of ours always find 
themselves so busy hearing what these 
princes of the earth have to say about 
proposed legislation that they have scant 
time to consider the desires and conditions 
of the ereat mass of humanity. 

‘“T have no hesitancy in naming the 
present leaders of the Republican Party 
in the Congress of the United States. In 
the Senate one man stands solitary and 
alone, and hitherto his word has been law 
to that august tribunal. Senator Aldrich 
is the man of whom I have keen speak- 
ing. 

‘‘In the House Mr. Cannon, the Speak- 
er, has exercised a dominating control. 
and after him come Payngy Dalzell, and a 
few others of the same type. They look 
at’ these vital problems from the corporate 
standpoint, and they always are fearful 
that any step toward the further and hbet- 
ter regulation of these overmastering 
forces in our commercial life will destroy 
business, will take away some of the 
profits with which the multi-millionaires 
have been enriching themselves. 

‘“Bvery session of Congress will de- 
velop just such differences, and can you 
wonder that we, who are marked for the 
disfavor of the powerful influences at 
Washington, should want a Governor 
who is in sympathy with what we are 
trying to do; should want the whole State 
Government to be in harmony with the 
progressive movement for better laws? 

“You will understand that I have given 
you the reason why 1 want to see Warren 
Garst nominated for Governor. The pres- 
ent members of the House of Representa- 
tives from this district (J. A. T. Hull) 
and from the Ninth District (W. I. Smith) 
and the First District (L. A. Kennedy) 
are devoted followers of Aldrith and Can- 
non, and they have voted, and will vote 
if they are returned to Congress, {ust as 
the Aldrich and Cannoy organizat on de- 
termines they ought to vote. 

Senator Cummins mentioned Hull, Smith, 
and Kennedy by name, and also Mr, 
Towner. He concluded: 

“The sooner we realize that this 
Aivision in the ranks of the Republican 
Party is not ephemeral, the sooner we 
appreciate that it is @ movement of the 
people, the sooner we will become con- 
scious of a great and everlasting truth.”’ 

Analyzing, schedule by schedule and 
item by item, the Payne Tariff act, Sen- 
ator Dolliver declared that close scrutiny 
shows that, ‘‘so far as the public is con- 
cerned, the tariff revision in fact carries 
rates as high or higher than the Dingley 
tariff jaw on most articles of generai use 
in their finished condition.”’ 

‘‘ Most of the reductions,’ said the Sen- 
ator, ‘‘ were so trivial as to be ridiculous 
and either were upon articles which we 
do not import to any extent, but, on the 
contrary, export in enormous quantities, 


or were for the purpose of protecting 
further the manufacturer, especially by 
reducing the duties on raw materials. 

“In fact, a careful scrutiny of the par- 
ticular items that vere changed and the 
exact trifling change of rate in each case 
shows how cunningly the revision was ar- 
ranged in order to deceive the public and 
look like real revision downward.”’ 

“TI am not here to criticise the Presi- 
dent or tod say kind words agains 
him,’”’ said Senator Dolliver, ‘“‘ but 
count it no reflection on him to state 
that I find it sometimes necessary to dis- 
agree with him and those surrounding 
him. Men have crowded to the front in 
his administration who have not had the 
revere of the party or of the country at 

eart. . 

‘*T am going to have same trouble in 
weogins inside the breastworks of the Re- 

ublican Party, but I know something of 
ts doctrines. I do not intend to rétire 
from it, although I have been invited to 
do so. do not recognize Mr. Wicker- 
sham or any other man who comes out 
here into the West to read men out of 
the Republican Party who were known 
before he ever was in it.”’

FELL NEAR CINCINNATI 





Winner of Lahm Cup Started Monday 


Night- with an Unknown Asso- 
ciate from Quincy, Ill.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 10.—A. Hol- 
land Forbes of New York City, Cc. 
Carrington Yates, also of that place, 
alighted in their balloon near here this 
evening after a long ride from Quincy, Il. 
Their coming to earth was probably the 
most sensational of any balloon tour in 
many years. 

Both men had become unconscious from 
the long trip and the fact that they had 
thrown away their food many hours be- 
fore and had lost the water bottle which 
they supposed would do them at least 
three days’ service in the air. It was 
four hours before they regained conscious- 
ness and the first words uttered by Mr. 
Forbes were: 

“Wire THE NEw YorK Times that 
Forbes is down to earth,’’ and then he 
sank back and said nothing more for an- 
Other hour, 

The place of their descent was a farm 
near Center, in Metcalf County, Ky., 
about twenty miles from here and in a 
mountainous district. Early this after- 
nogn the balloon was seen in the air near 
Glasgow. Onlookers gazed through a 
field glass, but no sign of life could be 
discerned. The balloon then turned and 
went back toward Metcalfe County. Later 
a farmer came into town and reported 
that it had come down near Center, and 
that the aeuronauts were unconscious. 

Late to-night the aeronants were still 
in such a dazed condition as to be unable 
to give any detailed account of their ex- 
periences, 

The two men were taken to the home of 
a farmer and a physician was called. 
Forbes regained consciousness to a Slight 
degree and told in a dazed fashion of 
having started out in an attempt to reach 
New York.

‘ “Tt may be confessed to-day that até 


the close of the unforgettable reign of 
Queen Victoria England was inclosed 
in her splendid isolation. No longer as 
young as,she was, the country heid 
aloof somewhat haughtily and arro- 
gantly, though, to be sure, there was 
much virtue and some stiffness as well 
in this attitude of middle-class sever- 
ity. 

“It was King Edward who thawed 
the frozen heart of old England. He 
broke the ice in political relations and 
in political customs. When Edward 
VII. became King he asked England to 
descend from the pinnacle on which 
she was placed and persuaded her to 
enter into relations with the rest of the 
world in obedience to the example set 
by his own accessible and human char- 
acter. And it was time the works of 
the political machine were oiled. King 
Edward did it nimbly, without seeming 
to be about it, in his habitual way. We 
do not know how it was done, but it 
was done. We saw the conclusion of 
the war in the Transvaal, we saw mat- 
ters settled between Russia and Japan, 
| we saw the embitterment in the rela- 
tions with France lessen, and Fashoda 
turn into the entente cordiale. 

‘“No one doubts that this sudden 
change was due to the direct influ- 
ence of King Edward. It is‘an estab- 
lished fact to-day that when King Ed- 
ward resolved to pay his famous visit 
to Paris, which was decisive for the 
new orientation of alliances and friend- 
ships, he announced his intention first 
in person to President Loubet, and that 
the Governments of the two countries 
heard cf the project only afterward. 
Nor was the sentiment which animated 
him thus to act limited to the relations 
of France and England. King Edward 
infused with it a whole scheme of in- 
ternational politics, and thus rendered 
invaluable service not only to the two 
countries, but also to the rest of the 
world. A true arbiter of elegance, he 
introduced into Europe the rule bor- 
rowed, I may say, from the code of 
men of the world, that there are things 
Which are done and things which are 
not done. 

“I do not venture to affirm that he 
was able to make this rule triumph in 
his own lifetime. If it ever become 
generally adopted it will base peace on 
the manners and customs of good s0- 
‘clety, and we have not yet reached that 
point. But he did help to revive the 
rule at a time when it was generally 
forgotten, and once more to spread it 
abroad in the world. 

“Emperor William and King Edward 
have sometimes been placed in opposi- 
tion to one another. I think this 
wrong. There are more similarities 

an dissimilarities between the uncle 
and the nephew. Both are of the 
blood of the Englishwomen of whom 
Bismarck was wont to speak so bitter- 
ly. The veritable antagonist of King 
Edward is not William, it is Bismarck. 
Prodigious realist that he was, Bis- 
marck took nothing into consideration 
but his own interests, his own passions, 
his own prejudices. He trampled on 
everything else, and had his method 
been perpetuated the world would have 
rapidly returned to intolerable dissen- 
sion and inexpiable vengeance. 

‘‘Can nations be managed by a con- 

quest of brass, as people are imprisoned 
in a cage of iron? Is the law of the 
strongest to be the last word in his- 
tory? We were not far from thinking 
so in the closing years of the nine- 
teenth century. 
, ““ We do not think so quite as much 
ta-day. In this reign of King Edward, 
which worthily opened the twentieth 
century, it was enough for him, with 
his exquisite sense or good taste and 
good tone, to point out: ‘Cela ne se 
fait pas,’ (that is not done.) ”

Mr. Bryce Gets Telegram from King 
George and Queen Alexandra. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—So0 many 
Americans in every part of the United 
States have expressed their sympathy on 
the death of King Edward in telegrams 
and other messages to the Right Hon. 
James Bryce, the British Ambassador at 
Washington, that it has been impossible 
to reply to each of them, and to-day the 
Ambassador issued the following state- 
ment: 

‘The British Ambassador within the 
last few days received a very large num- 
ber of telegrams and letters expressing 
sorrow at the death of his late Majesty, 
King Edward, and sympathy with his 
present Majesty, King George, and his 
mother, Queen Alexandra. and the British 
nation in their grief. 

‘These messages have been so numer- 
ous that it has not been possible to reply 
to them, but they are sincerely appreciat- 
ed, and the Ambassador, who is deeply 
grateful for them, has communicated 
them to his present Majesty, King George. 
“A telegram has now been receivea 
from King George saying that Queen 
Alexandra and he are deeply touched by 
the announcement of the messages, which 
have reached the Ambassador from Amer- 
icans in every part of the United States 
and from numerous associations of Brit- 
ish subjects, and that for these their 
Majesties offer their profound thanks.”’ 


ALDERMEN HONOR DEAD KING. 


Pass Resolutions in Tribute to His 
Majesty Edward VII. 


The Aldermen adopted yesterday a reso- 
lution on the death of King Edward and 
adjourned in respect to his memory after 
transacting a small amount of routine 
business. 

The resolution was introduced by Alder- 


man Courtlandt Nicoll, one of the Man- 
hattan Republican members. It included 
@ clause calling for the forwarding of a 
suitably engrossed copy of the document 
to the British Ambassador in Washington 
and to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
of London. The resolution said in part: 

He, throughout his reign, endeared h!m- 

self alike to his own subjects and to our 
' citizens by his constant and earnest en- 
deavors to further the interests of mankind 
end cement together the nations in friend- 
ship and to advance the cause of peace and 
justice throughout the world. 
The board voted to raise the salaries of 
the Second, Third, and Fourth Deputy 
Police Commissioners from $4,000 a year 
to $6,000. First Deputy Commissioner 
Bugher’s salary was raised to this figure 
a year ago. 

The $73,000 appropriation for new tuber- 
culosis ,pavilions on Blackwell’s Island 
was finally passed. 

It was voted to establish the post of 
Deputy Chief Engineer in the Department 
of Bridges at a salary vf $7,500 a year. 
A like sum was voted to Borough Presi- 
dent McAneny for the improvement of 
the approach to the Williamsburg Bridge, 
to be expended in the planting of trees and 
shrubbery in Delancey Street. 


DR. ROBERTS OPPOSES LORDS. 


English Divine Says Labor Party Will 
Eventually Abolish Their House. 


The Rev. Dr. Richard Roberts, one of 
the leading ministers of England, whose 
church, the Crouch Hill Presbyterian 
Church in London, has the largest mem- 
bership of any of that denomination in 
London, spoke last night at the Labor 
Temple, Fourteenth Street and Second 
Avenue. 

Dr. Roberts is in America as a delegate 
to the World’s Sunday School Convention 
in Washington, and the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly at Atlantic City. He is said 
to be active in the fight for the abolitton 
of the House of Lords and other reform 
movements in his country. 

““The Labor Party,’’ said Dr. Roberts, 
‘“‘is going steadily forward. It expects to 
abolish the House of, Lords, which is the 
last relic of feudalism in England. We 
expect to have better laws governing the 
labor of children, and to increase the 
pensions in time to thé old people, as well 
as to better the condition of labor in 
every way.” 

There were a number of ‘questions 
hurled at the speaker by the audience 
at the close of his address. One was as 
to what progress the women were making 
toward getting the ballot. 

‘‘ Well, my opinion is,”” was the reply, 

“that those whom .we call over there the 
militant suffragist are baggy | back- 
ward. Those women have made fools of 
themselves, and have made the sane, de- 
cent people think they ought not to have 
the ballot.”’ 
. He said in reply to another query that 
the members of the Labor Party in Eng- 
land were all Monarchists. ‘‘ They were 
treated so well 4 5 the late Queen Vic- 
toria and the late King Edward that they 
do not want a republic,’’ he explained.

Main Pavilion of Famous Union

Is Totally Destroyed.

Two Firemen Badly Hurt—National 
Schuetzenfest Won’t Be Delayed— 
/ 10,000 People View the Blaze.

In a burst of flame which could be seen 
all over this city and the North Hudson 
section of New Jersey, the main pavilion 
of the historic old Schuetzen Park, on 
the Hudson County Boulevard, at Union 
Hill, overlooking the Jefsey meadows, was 
burned last night to the ground. 

Fifty thousand members:-of the vorious 
Schuetzen societies of this country had al- 
ready begun to corvene from the West 
for their annual National schuetzenfest 
which is to begin on the 29th of this 
month. Tne dance hall, bowling alleys, 
and kitchen were entirely destroyed by the 
fire. Part ef the old farmhouse or beer 
garden which aiso stood within the in- 
ciosure was also partly destroyed. The 
Swings and carcusels took fire one after 
another. , 

The sparks filtering down over the 
meadows landed on the housetops of the 
little village of Homestead, over which 
the hill-surmounting pavilion stood. One 
of the cottages of the village was set on 
fire and a company had to be taken 
from fighting the fire on top of the hill 
and rushed down to save the village be- 
low. Two firemen were injured, and $250,- 
000 of damage was done. 

The destroyed pavilion, which was re- 
built twelve years ago at a cost of $80,- 
000, and to which there have been costly 
recent additions, was about 400 feet long 
and 300 feet wide. It faced west, was sur- 
sounded by about ten acres inclosed py 
palisades, and was one story high. Inthe 
basement was the kitchen and the bowling 
alleys, while the main floor was occupied 
by a vast hall on wnich a thousand 
couples could easily dance. There had 
been dances there through the Winter, 
and up to last night elaborate prepara- 
tions were afoot for the entertainment of 
all the Schuetzen Societies of this coun- 
try, 50,000 members alone of which were 
coming from Pittsburg, Baltimore, and 
other cities of the South and West. 

There is a watchman in charge of the 
place at present, and Lessee Fred Hagen 
spends considerable of his time there. 
Last night when the fire started Lessee 
Hagen was visiting friends in Gutten- 
berg, and the watchman was dozing in 
the old stone ‘ Castle,’’ another of the 
buildings of the wide grounds. There was 
no fire in the kitchen, and there had been 
none all day. Nevertheless, the fire seems 
to have started in the woodwork of the 
kitchen, 


Guardsmen Discover Blaze. 


Capt. Knack and forty members of 
Company M of the New Jersey State 
Militia were drilling on the nrain floor of 
the dance hall, wnen they noticed smox«e 
eddying up through the joints of the 
flooring. They ran down to the kitchen, 
and found that it was filled with flame 
and smoke. The flames spread with such 
rapidity that while Capt. Knack and his 
men were still trying to find someting 
to fight the fire with the blaze had been 
seen by a policeman on the North Hudson 
Boulevard, who telephoned to the voiun- 
teer fire departments of West Hoboken, 
Union Hill, North Bergen, and Guttenberg 


and to the regular Fire Department of 
Jersey City. 

Some 300 firemen had arrived within 
twenty-five minutes. The ‘‘ steamers” ar- 
rived from Jersey City a few minutes 
later and coupled up to the Hackensack 
Water Company’s hydrants. The main 
pavilion itself was a mass of flames when 
the firemen arrived, and they gave their 
attention to saving the yet unburned half 
of the beer garden, the shooting gallery. 
sheds, the cottages of Homestead, and 
especially the brick building of the ‘* Fritz 
Reuter Altheim,’’ which is situated sev- 
eral hundred yards from the burned pa- 
vilion. 

The ‘‘ Alteheim’”’ is run by the German 
Order of Schuetzen Corps. Its Superin- 
tendent is named Strauss, and it has 
forty-three aged inmates, all of whom are 
old and feeble and dependent on the be- 
nevolence of the Schuetzen_ societies. 
When the fire started, all the home's in- 
mates were preparing to retire. Supt. 
Strauss made them pack up their clothes 
and led them to a near-by hotel, and to 
neighborhing cottages. The firemen 
climbed to the roof of the home with their 
hose and from this vantage point fought 
the flames. Tne home was in no way 
damaged. 


Villagers Out to Look On, 


Several hundred members of the Na- 
tional Schuetzen Societies have already 
come from  Calfornia, Pennsylvania, 
and Maryland, Many are staying at 
Myer’s Hotel, All came over to watch 


the projected scene of their marksmanship 
burn up, and with them the entire popu- 
lation of Guttenberg, West Hoboken, 
Union Hill, and the other North Hudson 
townships. Th: crowd easily num- 
bered 10,000, and Police Capt. Kreiger and 
the patrolmen under him had their hands 
full keeping the swarms of curiosity seek- 
ers out of the firemen’s way. 

The two of the volunteer firemen who 
were injured were Charles Slossman of 
West Hoboken Hose Company 2, who was 
run over by his own truck and had his 
right leg broken on the way to the fire, 
and William Hoffman of the Guttenberg 
Fire Company, who was burned about the 
face and hands. Both were taken to the 
North Hudson County Hospital. Neither 
was fatally hurt. 

The buildings are owned by the Gen- 
eral Schuetzen Societies o America. 
Lessee Hagen sald,last night that the loss 
to the societies would easily reach $250, 
000. Tho pavilion was first built twenty- 
seven years ago. Several famous ‘prize- 
fights oceurred there. It burned down 
twelve years ago and was rebuilt. Mr. 


Hagen said last night that, as the shoot-* 


ing galleries had not been harmed and as 
temporary: structures could be put up he- 
fore the 29th, he did not believe that the 
factivities of the big National Schuetzen- 
fest would be seriously interfered with. 
The Executive Board of the National 
Schuetzenbund of America announced last 
night that the fire would not interfere

P. Fleming, Jr., Miss Fleming told a re- 
porter that she had been practicing the 
feat of smashing bottles for several 
months at her home in Jacksonvllle. 

“I generally broke them against a 
sharp corner of the house,” she said. 

Gov. Gilchrist of Florida will arrive 
here to-day with a party of relatives and 
friends from Florida, and will stay at the 
Hotel Savoy until after the launching. By 
to-day the last of the five Florida girls 
who have been officially commissioned 
to act as an escort to Miss Fleming at 
the ceremony, will have also arrived. A 
staff of six navy girls will also assist in 
the ceremany. 

Arrangements for the launching were 
ae ge yesterday with the issuing of 
final instructions for the patrolling of the 
East River. The vessel will take the 
water at about 11 o’clock. For an hour 
before that time navigation on the river 
will be confined to a narrow lane on the 
Manhattan side. Revenue cutters, lght- 
house tenders, and naval tugs will do the 
patrol work. 

From 10 o’clock until after the Florida 
slides from the ways no craft will be per- 
mitted inside the line to be formed by the 
patrolling vessels. Rear Admiral Leutze 
will take every precaution against pos- 
sible accident. As the huge battleship will 
start a big wave when she takes her 
plunge, warning has been given to add 
to the lines holding vessels moored along 
the river front.

MANY CHANGES MADE 





Commerce Court Is Retained, but 
Chairman -Mann Fails to Have 
Merger Section Reinstated. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—With a solid 
Republican roll and fourteen scattering 
Democratic votes, the House to-day final- 
ly passed the Railroad bill by a vote uf 
200 to 126. Only eleven of the members 
present refrain from voting. One of the 
Democrats voting with the Republicans 
was James-S. Havens, who beat the Re- 
publican boss of Rochester, George W. 
Aldridge, in the recent contest for the 
seat. The final vote on the bill was pre- 
ceded by an effort on the part of the 
Democrats to recommit the measure to 
the committee, but the motion was lost 
by a vote of 176 to 157. On the motion 
to recommit the insurgents voted less 
solidly with the regulars against the Deme 
ocratic move, twelve voting for recom- 
mitment. 

One of the Interesting features of the 
passage of the bill was the attempt of 
Chairman Mann of the Inter-State and 
Foreign Commerce Committee to have re- 
inserted in the bill Section 12, permitting 
the merger of non-competing lines, after 
this section had been knocked out in Com- 
mittee of the Whole last week. The voies 
of a dozen or more stanch New England 
regulars, an equal number of insurgents. 
and the Democratic strength defeated the 
Mann amendment, 169 to 160. The failure 
of a number of regulars to follow the 


leadership of Mr. Mann caused surprise. 
Afterward it was explained that the New 
Englanders’ position hinged upon the fact 
that the section would interfere with the 
lease system now in vogue throughout 
that part of the country. 


Far Different from Senate B:ll. 


The bill passed by the House is quite 
another measure from that now under 
consideration in the Senate, though at the 
outset the fight started around two dupli- 
cate drafts of the Administration measure 
drawn up. by Attorney General Wick- 
ersham he struggle in the Senate has 
not gone yet as far as in the House, but 
it is evident already that the insurgents 
in the upper chamber will not have as 
free a hand in the final form of the bill 
as they have had in the House. 

Besides the elimination, of Sections 7 
and 12 by both the House and the Senats, 
four important amendments have been 
adopted in the House, and all of them are 
of the insurgent, or progressive, com- 
plexion. One of these amendments al- 
ready has been defeated definitely in the 
Senate, and another, acocrding to tire 
most reliable polls, is marked for slaugh- 
ter there at the end of the week. Ihe 
other two are regarded so unfavorably vy 
the elder statesmen that it is not likely 
that they even will be offered. These 
amendments, briefly, add to the bill the 
long and short haul clause, include inter- 
State telephone and telegraph lines under 
the terms of the measure as common car- 
riers, provide for the physical valuation 
of railroads, and eliminate the Attorney 
General from any discretionary power 1” 
cases appealed to the Court of Commerce 
spout the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

With the two houses of Congress a3 
far apart as this, it would seem, on the 
face, almost impossible for any agree- 
ment to be reached when the bill gets 
into conference. ,But.a phase of the vet- 
ing to-day indicates the possibility of aa 
agreement that will be someining more 
than the emasculation of the measure by 
the two conferrees. There is Httle doubt 
that whatever is left of the bill in the 
Senate will be passed, and the voto in 
the House to-day has given the Senate 
renewed hope of going ultimately before 
the country with sume affirmative legis- 
lation to the credit of the party. 


An Almost Strictly Party Vote. 


The striking thing about the vote to-day 
is that after all the fighting within the 
ranks of the Republicans, when the final 
roll was called the result was decided 
almost strictly on party lines. In other 


words, the bill passed to-day is a Re- 
Publican measure, pure and simple, and 
the leaders on both sides realize that in 
the coming campaign they will need some- 
thing of unmistakable parentage to show 
the country as a partial realization of 
campaign pledges. The new hope of the 
leaders comes from the partisan coloring 
of the House bill and the certainty that 
whatever bill finally passes the Been 
will pass by an almost equally solid Re- 
publican vote in-the face of pretty. gen- 
eral Democratic opposition. 

This fact, it is now hoped, will stand 
for more in the minds of the contending 
conferrees than the mere differences ac- 
tually existing in the measures sponsored 
by the two houses. With both measures 
Republican, no matter how different may 
be the brand of Republicanism expressed 
in each, it will be squarely up to the 
Republican conferrees to get together and 
reach an agreement. This adjustment of 
differences in conference is something 
for which Republican leaders have long 
been famous, and it is believed now that 
they will be able to justify their repu- 
tation again in this instance. 

Exactly how the agreement will come 
about it is difficult to say. The Senate 
never will stand for the inclusion of tele- 
phone and telegraph lines as common car- 
riers, and it never will assent to the 
House physical valuation section, How- 
ever, —— the long and short haul clause 
is defeated overwhelmingly in the Sen- 
ate—and to-day nineteen Republican votes 
are polled for the clause, only to be offset 
by a dozen Democratic votes against it~ 
it is conceivable that in some mild form 
the clause might be accepted by the Sen- 
ate conferrees rather than precipitate a 
deadlock. On the subject of restricting 
the Attorney General’s discretion in push- 
ing cases before the Court of Commerce, 
the Senate also might be induced to listen 
to reason for a provision somewhat sim- 
ilar to that now in the House bill was 
defeated in the Senate early in the strug- 
gle by a bare majority of six. 


Merger Section Not Reinserted. 


As soon as the bill was called up Mr. 
Mann presented his amendment to rein- 
sert Section 12, commonly known as the 
merger section, forbidding the merger of 
competing common carriers, but permit- 
ting, with the consent of the commission, 


the merger of lines ‘‘ not substantially 
competitive.”” Mr. Mann explained that 
his amendment embraced all the changes 
in the original Section 12 as made in the 
Committee of the Whole before the entire 
section was eliminated. There was no de- 
bate on the Mann amendment. Qn the 
viva voce vote it appeared it would carry 
easily, but a roll call brought defeat, 169 
to 160, owing to the defection of New 
England regulars, the usual insurgent 
strength, and the solid minority vote. 
The following so-called regulars voted 
against Section ~ 12: Representatives 
Weeks, Washburn, Tirrell, Roberts, Foss, 
Greene, Gillett, and Ames, all of Massa- 
chusetts; Currier of New Hampshire, 
Draper of New York, Henry, Hill, Sperry, 
a, and Tilson of Connecticut, Wiley 
and Parker of New Jersey, Sheffield of 
Rhode Island, and Madden of Illinois. 
The recognized insurgents who voted 
against the section included Cary of Wis- 
Gronna of North Dakota, Haug- 
en of fowa, Hubbard of Iowa, Kendall of 
Iowa, Lenroot of Wisconsin, Lindbergh 
of Minnesota, Nelson of Minnesota, Poin- 
dexter of Washington, Gardner of Massa- 
chusetts, and Woods of Iowa.

New Provisions of the Bill. 


The bill as it leaves the House, aside 
from the amendments already mentioned, 
changes rate laws in the following re- 
spects: 

It establishes a Commerce Court, which 
shall review all appeals from decisions 
and orders of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commissiog§ appeal from the Commerce 
Court being direct to the Supreme Court. 
The United States is made defendant to 
all such appeals, and the Attorney Gen- 


eral is required to represent the Govern- 
ment; 

It places Alaskan railroads and their 
rates under control of the commission; 

It gives the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission jurisdiction over the issuance of 
railway stocks and bonds; 

It forbids railroads to raise their rates 
again, unless approved by the commis- 
sion, where the rates have been lowered 
to eliminate water competition; 

It authorizes the commission to sus- 
pend, pending investigation, rates and 
classifications believed to be unreasonable, 
such suspension being permissible with 
or without complaint of shippers; 

It accords to shippers the privilege of 
designating the route over which their 
shipments shall move; 

It paar rates through the medium 
alse claims, and 
It enlarges the jurisdiction and contro! 
of the commission over aljl common car~ 
riers and their permits with authority to 
establish through rates where none exist. 


TAFT WELL PLEASED, 


But Says He Is: Not Acquainted Well 
Enough with Changes to Discuss Them 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—President 
Taft to-night said he was dleeply grati-

As to the amendments and additional 
provisions added in the House, the Presi- 
dent said he did not feel that this war 
the time to discuss them nor that he was 
fully enough acquainted with the changes 
to discuss them. :

This caused &@ much greater ex- 
peuse to the railroads for transportation 
of freight than is necessary, and it often 
happens that two railroads each will be 
carrying a large amount of freight by the 
rey Pye between two points, where- 
as if compelled to cease doing that each 
would carry the same amount of freight 
by the most direct route and be able toe 
save expense and reduce railroad rates.’’ 

Champ Clark, leader of the Democratic 
minority, explainin the Democratic 
8 7 in opposing the bill on final vote, 
said: 

“The Democrats who voted against the 
bill did so because they considered that 
there were more bad features in the bill 
than there were good ones. Every amend- 
ment was adopted In the House 
helped the bill, but there were not enough 
of them. Had the oourt of commerce 
feature and some parts of Sections 13, 
14, and 15 been stricken out I would have 
voted for the bill.”’ 


TO INVESTIGATE WHEAT POOL. 


House Committee Decides to Report Fa- 
vorably Resolution Aimed at Patten. 


‘WASHINGTON, May 10.—The House 

Judiciary Committee to-day voted to ro- 
port to the House the resolution offered 
by Representative Craig (Dem., Ala.) 
asking the Attorney General f[f any in- 
vestigation or prosecution was ever begun 
against any persons for “illegally com- 
bining and conspiring to advance the prics 
of wheat in the United States in May and 
July, 1908."" The resolution is directed at 
the ‘‘ bull”? pool maintained at that time 
by James A. Patten, and was offered hy 
Mr. Craig in connection with his resola- 
tion of inquiry regurding the bulls and 
bears in the Néw York and New Orleans 
cotton markets. 

The Department of Justice having an- 
nounced that it was investigating a con- 
spiracy of ‘‘ bulls”’ to raise the price of 
cotton, Mr. Craig, who comes from a cot- 
ton State ,presented a resolution inquiring 
if there was not also a “ bear’’ conspir- 
acy to depress the price of cotton. The 
cotton resolution was reported favorably 
a few days ago from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, but was adopted again to-day in 
connection with the resolution regarding 
the wheat pool. Both will come up in the 
House in a few days.

Attempt to Involve Senator Piles In the

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Proceedings 
before the Ballinger-Pinchot Investigat- 
ing Committee* were enlivened to-day by 
several spirited encounters between At- 
torney L. D. Brandeis, representing L. 
R. Glavis, and members of the commit- 
tee. A woman spectator added to the 
excitement by interjecting a remark con- 
demning the committee for its action and 
defending the attorney. 

Mr. Ballinger was agaim under cross- 
examination by Mr. Brandeis, who was 
seeking to ascertain with what land cases 
his firm had been connected between the 
time Mr. Ballinger resigned from the 
Land Office and the time when he be- 
came Secretary of the Interior. 

Representative Denby, after this line of 
inquiry had been pursued for some time, 
objected to the prosess of forcing Mr. 
Ballinger to teli the business of his law 
firm during the time he was not in of- 
fice. He contended this was not im- 
portant. 

“T think {t is very important,”’ said Mr. 
Brandeis, rather sharply, addressing 
Chairman Nelson. 

‘Don't you snap at me like that,” said 
the Chairman, bringing his fist down on 
the table with a thump. ‘ You may in- 
sult the witness, but I want you to un- 
derstand you must not Insult this com- 
mittee. You can’t act in that overbear- 
ing way around here.’’ 

Things were getting much on edge when 
a middle-aged woman in the rear of the 
room cried out: 

“Your committee can’t 
efther.’’ 

Instantly there was an outburst of 
laughter and the Sergeant at Arms was 
obliged to restore order. The woman was 
Miss Margaret Hamilton, a lawyer, who 
has been a spectator at the hearings and 
has become a pronounced anti-Ballinger 
partisan. Her interruption, however, 
served to lessen the tension which had 


been caused by Chairman Nelson's criti- 
cism cf Mr. Brandeis. 


Tries to Involve Senator Piles. 


Another feature of the hearing to-day 
was the attempt of Attorney Brandeis to 
involve Senator Piles of Washington in 
the controversy by the Imsinuation that 
his election to the Senate and the ap- 
pointment of Ballinger as Commissioner 
of the General Land Office were due 
largely to the political activities of the 
Guggenheim-Cunningham Alaskan inter- 
ests. 

After a time further inquiry was shut 
off by a vote of the committee, the Re- 
publican members refusing to permit him 


to implicate Senator Piles. 

Mr. Brandeis produced a series of news- 
paper clippings telling of a _ ‘“‘jollity 
arty’ held by the supporters of Senator 

iles upon the evening of his election, in 
which the Senator was quoted as saying 
he owed his election to Charles Sweeney, 
President of the Federal Smelting and 
retining Company, the lead wing of the 
Guggenheim syndicate.

With “Y Rays” the Spirit Eye

RELIEF FOR X-SCIENTISTS 





Substitute for Witter-Wilkie Bill, Of- 
fered by Its Advocates, Permitting 
Their Healers to Act.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 10.—It was seri- 
ously urged before the Senate Committee 
on Public Health this afternoon by mem- 
bers of the spiritualist society that a phy- 
sician may die and yet continue to prac- 


| tice his profession through the offices of 


a medium. The medium, of course, col- 
lects the fees. 

In support: of this doctrine Spiritualists 
who appeared before the committee in 
opposition to tho ‘Witter-Wilkie bill, 
amending the health law to prohibit the 


| practice of medicine by any person but 


those holding diplomas from medical col- 
leges, pointed to Mrs, Matie E. Lane of 
Buffalo, a noted clairvoyant, whose prac- 
tices recently brought her as a defendant 
before the Supreme Court and incidentally 
led to the introduction of the bill at the 
instigation of the Erie County Medical 
Society. 

Frank Walker of Hamburg, N. Y., an 
editor of spiritualist publications, enun- 
ciated the doctrine of posthumous prac- 
tice of medicine before the committee. 

‘‘ We believe,’’ said he, ‘* that thewight 
of those in spirit land has been rendered 
acute to a point where it is akin to what 
is known to science as X rays, ‘ Y rays,’ 
we might termif. This enables them to see 
through opaque substances. Thus the 
spirit of a physician working on a mortal 
would vest him or her with the gift of 
clairvoyance and enable such a person 
accurately to see and determine the con- 
dition of any organ of the body, where 
a living physician could only guess at it. 
To illustrate his pgint, Mr. Walker told 
of an experience he had with the proprie- 
tor of the Whitcomb House in Rochester. 
He had been under medical treatment 
for some time for a stomach complaint, 
which the physicians were not able to 
diagnose. Mr. Walker told him that 
he could recommend him to somebody 
who could tell him what was the mat- 
ter with him. Mr. Walker took his case 
to Mrs. Madison of Buffalo, a clairvoyant, 
Mrs. Madison made a long-distance diag- 
nosis of the case, and prescribed a treat- 
ment. 

Eugene R. Cox, Chairman of the Chris- 
tian Science Publication Committee, in- 
troduced Virgil O. Strickler, first reader 
of the First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
in New York City; Charles D. "Holcombe, 
and B. G. Higby, all of whom protested 
against the barring of Christian Science 
healers ‘from 4 mg their vocation. 

Dr. John Grant, Chairman of the 

Board of Censors of the Erie County Med- 
ical Society, was one of those who fa- 
vored amending the present law.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 10.—Without a 
dissenting vote the Senate to-day amend- 
ed the Public Seryice Commission bill in 
accordance with 6 wishes of the com- 
muters of. Westchester County, a large 
delegation of whom called on the Gov- 
ernor earlier in the day. The delegation 
came to Albany on a special car. Its 
members represented fhe Westchester 
Chamber of Commerce, Yonkers, Putnam 
Valley Association, Mount Vernon Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and included many city 
officials. 

Announcement of an intended increase 
of commutation rates by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railread and an 
intimation of a similar increase on the 
New York Central lines caused the dem- 
onstration.

Sues to Recover $150,000 for 
Press Stock to be Paid for 
'f She Outlived Him. 
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PUTS HIS PICTURES IN PERIL 





Counsel for Executors Say They Would 
Have to be Sold to Pay English- 
woman’s Strange Claim, 





The art collection of the late Robert 
Hoe may have to be sold to pay the de- 
mand of a woman who took a gamble on 
the great press builder’s life. This state- 
ment. was made in the Surrogates’ Court 
yesterday by counsel for F. W. H. Crane 
and Phineas P. Chew, executors of Mr. 
Hoe’s will. 

After hearing argument Surrogate 
Thomas decided to throw the case into the 
Supreme Court for settlement. The mat- 
ter came before him on a motion to com- 
pel the executors to put the $150,000 claim 
of Mary Johnson Brown Johns on the 
schedule of Mr. Hoe’s debts to be paid 
before any of the legacies under the will. 
Issues of fact were raised in the argu- 
ment between counsel, which Surrogate 
Thomas said would have to be settled in 
the Supreme Court, and he refused to 
grant the motion. A suit is now pending 
in the Supreme Court. 

“The executors have no fund to meet 
this claim,’’ said Edward J. Pringle, their 
counsel. ‘“‘ They would have to sell the 
valuable art collections of the testator to 
meet it if it were established.”’ 

Messrs. Phelps & East, counsel for Mrs. 
Johns, who iived at 38 Brunswick Square, 
London, England, submitted a formidable 
British legal document in support of her 
claim. It was a bond drawn under British 
legal forms. signed, sealed, and executed 
in the office of Harold Burns Hopgood of 
the firm of Hopgood and Dawson, Solici- 
tors, 17 Spring Gardens, Westminster. It 
is dated July 9, 1908 Mr. Hoe died in 
last December. 

The document recites that on the day in 
July, 1908, on which it was drawn, and on 
previous dates, Mrs. Johns, who was then 
the widow of Lewis Brown and signed 
herself Mary Johnson Brown, had turned 
over to Mr. Hoe various stocks and bonds 
of the Hoe Company which she had in her 
possession. How she acquired them the 
document does not say. In return for 
this reconveyance to Mr. Hoe he agreed, 
according to the document, that she 
should have £30,300 English money ($150,- 
000) ‘at his death. This agreement that 
she should have a claim against his es- 
tate, however, specifically provided that 
her claim should ‘apse with her death, and 
that in case of her ijieath before him her 
heirs could not collect. The instrument 
also provided thit Mrs. Johns should not 
assign her claim to a third party. 

Among other provisions in the instru- 
ment is one that :t shal] be construed ac- 
cording to English law. ‘The executors in 
their pleadings attacked the instrument 
as ‘“‘an attempt at testamantary disposi- 
tion’’ in a document which js not a will 
nor a part of a ‘vill. American precedents, 
said Mr. Pringle yesterday, are along the 
lines of the Connecticut decision in the 
sealed letter case, in which the Widow 
Bennett was able to prevent William Jen- 
nings Bryan from collecting $50,000 or- 
dered to be given to nim through instruc- 
tions in a scaled ietter. In the Bennett- 
Ryan case the sealed ietter was mentioned 
in the will. 

Mr. Pringle told Surrdeite Thomas yes- 

terday that the executors had sent a man 
to~England to investigate the claim of 
Mrs. Johns, and that they had found no 
ground for the assertion in the document 
that Mrs. Johns had returned bonds in 
exchange for the chance that she might 
win $150,000 by outliving Mr. Hoe. 
It was implied yeSterday that Mrs. 
Johns had in her possession in London 
other .documents providing further pay- 
ments from the Hoe estate to her. These 
documents were said to pve in the posses- 
sion of Solicitor Hopgood, to whose office 
Mr. Hoe and Mrs. Johns went to have 
their indentures drawn in legal form. 
Nothing could be learned yesterday con- 
cerning the contents or these other docu- 
ments, counsel for both sides concealing 
their provisions. 

When Mr. Hoe Gied he left a widow, 
Mrs. Olivia P. Hoe; three daughters, Mrs. 
Olivia P. Slade, Mrs. Laura Carter, and 
Mrs. Ruth H. Sterling; two sons, Robert 
and Arthur I. Hoe, and four grandchil- 
dren, Thyrsa Benson, and Samuel, Rob- 
ert, and Ellen Jané Evans. Robert Hoe, 
4th, and Arthur Hoe had been trained to 
manage the business which Mr. Hoe left. 
On Jan. 11 last Supreme Court Justice 
Amend approved a plan to reorganize 
Robert Hoe & Co. to keep the business in 
the Hoe family. 


HELD FOR POSTAL ROBBERY. 


Police Think They Have Three Men 
Who Entered West Virginia Office. 


Detective Roddy and Murray of the 
Brooklyn Detective Bureau arrested three 
men yesterday at the Nassau Inn, 284 
Albany Avenue, Brooklyn, who are 
charged with robbing the Post Office at 
Newel, West Va., on May 4 of §$2,100 
worth of stamps. According to the police, 
the prisoners are John Brennan, alias 
John Brannon; Joseph Brennan, his broth- 
rei Se ‘“‘Ed” Davenport, and Paul Die- 
trick. 

They were found in the same room in 
the hotel, and the detectives say they at- 
tempted to resist. John Brennan was seen 
to reach under his pillow: for his revolver, 
and the other two made a movement for 
their hip pockets. The detectives were 
too quick for them and covered them with 
their weapons. 

The prisoners denied that they had any- 
thing to do with the Post Office robbery 
in Newel,, but their angwergs to questions 
put to them were so contradictory, ac- 
cording to the police, that it was decided 
to detain them.

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Glimpses of the Visitor Yesterday. 


Arriving at the Times Tower at 2:45 
yesterday morning not a glimpse was ob- 
tained of the comet until 3:20 o’clock. It 
remained visible to the naked eye for 
some ten minutes, and then withdrew be- 
hind a cloud. Occasionally it gleamed 
through a rift, as though playing hide- | 
and-seek with the observers on planet | 
earth. Otherwise it remained hidden from 
view until the light of dawn spreading 
over the eastern sky about 4 o’clock made 
further chance of seeing the comet hope- 
less. 

Even Venus, usually so punctual and 
gracious in bidding us a bright ‘‘ good 
morning”’ from her home in the sky, 
was coy and dilatory, putting in her ap- 
pearance only a minute or so before the 
comet, and concealing herself behind the 
same cloud which so effectually hid her 
rival from view. Were they both sulking 
at the opposition glare of light in the 
city beneath them, which made it well- 
nigh impossible to see the comet to any 
advantage even during the brief interval 
when it was visible? Its nucleus has 
brightened considerably since it was ob- 
served by the writer, under such favorable 
conditions last Friday morning, and was 
of the second magnitude. The train, 
which is now more fanlike in appearance, 
could only be traced to a distance of five 
degrees, (equiveunt to the distance be- 
tween the Pointers in the Great Dipper,) 
but with an opera glass could be seen for 
at least eight degrees. Phe outer edge 
of the train was brighter than the in- 
terior, and there appeared to be three or 
four dark rifts in the train, starting a 
little beyond the nucleus, which was ap- 
parently surrounded by a misty cloudlike 
envelope. 

The comet should have been clearly 
visible at 3 o’clock, as the region of the 
skv in which it is situated (a few de- 
grees to the south of the star Gamma in 
the Square of Pegasus, and one-third of 
the way between it and Venus,) was clear 
of cloud. However, as the comet is lower 
down in the sky than it was last week, its 

ale gray light is almost lost in the giare 
rom the city lamps, especially those on 
Queensboro Bridge, above. which the 
comet shines, as seen from Times Tower. 
If only these lights could be dispensed 
with during the wee sma’ hours from 3 to 
8:30, for the remainder of the week. it 
wuld give one a chance to see the comet 
while it is at its best from a spectacular 
point of view. \ 

Every morning now until May 16 the 
comet becomes brighter and brighter, un- 
til it is overcome by the sunlight-on May 
17. To-morrow the actual hour of rising 
is 2:15 A. M., but the comet will prob- 
ably not be visible until 3:15 A. M., when 
it rises some fifteen degrees above the 
mists on the horizon, fading fn the light 
of approaching dawn between 3:30 and 
4 o'clock.

COMET’S TAIL POISONOUS. 


French Astronomer Thinks Gases Might 
Affect the Earth’s Atmosphere. 


PARIS, May 10.—Astronomers in France 
are making observations on MHalley’s 
comet that are attracting the greatest 
interest. 

Maurice Hamy of the Paris Observatory 
reports that the length of the tail has 
increased from five to ten degrees in 
three days. Prof. Deslandres of the Uni- 


versity of Dijon finds a reappearance in 
the spectroscope of cyanogen, the poi- 
sonous gas which was observed in Jan- 
uary and February, but which disap- 
peared in March. In his report he savs 
that the hypothesis that the gas Its liable 

















to affect the terrestrial atmosphere would 
not be at all absurd. 

On the other hand, Camille Flammarion 
thinks that the tail of the comet is simply 
an optical phenomenon produced by the 
flight through ether, similar to the wake 
of a ship at sea. 

M. Marchand maintains that the comet 
shows important variations from its pre- 
dicted orbit, which may bring about un- 
expected results.

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CENTURY PLANT TO BLOOM. 


Glant Agave in the Bronx Garden Is 
Sending Up a Flower Stalk. 


Visitors to the New York Botanical 
Garden may observe this month one of 
the large Agaves sending up its great 
flower stalk. The.plant was given to the 
garden by F.. T. Holder in 1001. It was 
then véry nearly as large as it is now, 
but it has made a few new leaves year 
by year, and, being of great size, the 
garden authorities have suspected that it 
might flower at any time. 

Late in April a flower stalk was ob- 
served in the middle of the great tuft of 
leaves, which are about six feet long 
Since April 28 this flower stalk—‘“‘ pole ’-— 
has been growing at an average rate of 
about two inches a-day, and.at present its 
tip is more than seven feet above the 
height of the tub. It is supposed that the 
‘“pole”’ will reach a height of at least 
twenty-five feet, perhaps more, and then 
the large cluster of flowers will open at 
the top some time in the Summer. 

This will be the first century plant of 
this kind which has flowered at the New 
York Botanical Garden-: Two smaller 
kinds* have bloomed in former years, Lut 
this one, one of the largest of the genus, 
is of particular interest. It has been put 
in the Court of Public Conservatories No. 
1, near the elevated railway station, where 
it may conveniently be observed. 

These century plants are of many iit. 
erent kinds, and are native in dry and 

esert regions of the American sub-trop- 
ical regions, being most abundant in Mex- 
ico, where the one now coming into bioom 
was found. Several kinds are found ia 
Southern Florida, and others.on the West 
Indian islands. The collections of tnese 
plants at the New York Botanical Gar- 
den are extensive, though mary of the 
individual plants are as yet smal

The defense of F. A. Heinze for misap- 
Plication and overcertification of funds 
Guring his Presidency of the Mercantile 
National Bank in 1907 opened yesterday 
before Judge Hough in the United States 
Ciroult Court. The greater part of the 
day’s session was devoted to testimony 
bearing upon the value of properties 
which remained behind the stock of the 
United Copper Company after the sale of 
the producing properties of that combina- 
tion to the Cole and Ryan syndicate in 
1906. 

At the close of the day the net accom- 
plishment of the defense was to get in 
evidence the estimates of its own mining 
engineer, Albert Frank, that the shares 
of Ohio Copper which the United owned, 
taking the date Oct. 14, 1907, as a basis, 
represented ore in the ground showing & 
net value of $20,400,000, and that the 
Stewart mine represented a _ potential 
value on a similar basis of estimate of 
$1,833,000 on that date. The estimate for 
the Ohio shares was made on the assump- 
tion of a twenty-cent price for copper 
metal in October, 1907. Mr. Frank esti- 
mated on ths basis of a thirteen-cent sell- 
ing price, a present potential value of $7,- 
468,028, for the United’s holdings of Ohio. 

These two properties, concerning which 
the estimates of the Heinze engineer com- 
prised the evidence thus far, plus some 
incidental mention of them by Stanley 
Gifford, who was Treasurer of the United 
Copper Company up to the time that the 
books disappeared and Gifford sailed for 
Europe last May, were the only ones gone 
into in detail by the defense in yesterday’s 
gession. | 

Defense Lets Down the Bars 


The defense has now opened up to the 
Government the entire subject of the 
values behind the Heinze properties after 
the producing concerns had been sold to 
the Cole-Ryan Syndicate for $10,000,000 
in 1906. This move, coupled with the 
action of John B. Stanchfield, in letting 
the Government get back of the year 1907

from Miles O’Brien, the Vice President, 
led him to change his plan and lend the 
money to himself, which was to go to the 
credit of the Heinze firm against these 
checks. 

Mr. Tomlinson had Brant identify in 
the pass-book of Otto Heinze & Co. an 
entry of a $500,000 credit on Oct. 14, 1907. 
Brant also said that he made up a state- 
ment of the firm’s account as of the same 
date which showed the making of this 
loan. The books of the bank, however, 
contain no entry of the loan, and the 
witness could not testify from any per- 
sonal memory as to writing up the pass- 
moun or preparing the statement of ac- 
count.

HEINZE CLAIM DISALLOWED. 


La France Bonds, Which He Deposited 
as Security, Fell Into Other Hands. 


Judgment rendered in the Supreme Court | 
yesterday holds that F. Augustus Heinze 
cannot claim interest In securities which 
he deposited with the Riverside Bank dur- [| 
ing the panic of 1907, and which fell into 
the hands of others, in spite of an agree- 
ment that they were to be held for Heinze. 
The Etna Indemnity Company got a judg- 
ment against the La France Copper Com- 
pany for $10,760, interest due on coupon 
bonds. The La France Copper Company 
is a Heinze enterprise. 

The findings of fact show that on Oct. 
17, 1907, F. Augustus Heinze, at the re- 
quest of Joseph G. Robin, a Director of 
the Riverside Bank, deposited with it 
400,000 in cash and securities to keep the 
bank running. In return the bank agreed 
to hold all of Heinze’s securities then and 
previously deposited, some as collateral 
for loans to Heinze, until Heinze should 
be ready to redeera them. On Oct. 22, 1907, 
the securities were sold, and the La 
France Copper Company refused to pay 
the interest to any one but Heinze. 

The judgment directs the copper com- 
pany to pay the interest to the indemnity 
company.

ON TRIAL FOR WIFE MURDER. 


Detective Lustig Charged with Killing 
Her for Life Insurance. 


Maurice M. Lustig, a private detective, 
charged with the murder cf his wife by 
strychnine poisoning, was put on trial 
yesterday before Judge Foster in Gen- 
eral Sessions. Mrs, Lustig died on Oct. 
28 in their home at 14 East 116th Street, 
and the bocy was buried in Milroy, Penn, 
It was not until an anonymous letter 
aroused the Coroner’s suspicions that 
the body was exhumed and strong traces 
of strychnine were discovered.

Then he gave way to an attack of 
hysteria, and it was some time before I 
could quiet -hin.’’

\ Sixth Avenue Elevated. 








WORKMAN GIVES THE ALARM 





Cries Out for the Motorman to Turn 
on Speed—Tracks Badly 
Damaged.

Just as a southbound Sixth Avenue ele- 
vated train was ryuunding the curve at 
Third Street about noontime yesterday 
@ large derrick fell squarely across the 
track to the rear of the train. The ele- 
vated structure was badly damaged, and 
a score of workmen employed about the 
building 1n whose erection the derrick 
was used had a narrow esoape from se- 
rious injury. 

The Sixth Avenue Realty Company is 
erecting a twelve-story loft building 


where Sixth Avenue and Cornelia Street 
make a “ flatiron,”’ at the intersection of 
Fourth Street. At present the steel frame- 
work reaches three stories in height. On 
top of this, directly level with the ele- 
vated tracks, is a hu derrick that has 
been used to set the steel beams in placa. 
The mast is 75 feet long and the boom 
about 50, and the big square wooden 
beams of which it is composed are thick- 
er thau the pillars under the elevated 
Structure. The derrick was 
only by steel rope guys, and it is be- 
lieved the collapse was due to the fact 
that these were anchored to the structure 
at a distance of only about twenty-five 
feet from the base of the mast, instead 
of being at a greater distance, where 
they would have furnished a stronger 


brace. 

Shortly before 12 o’clock a truck on 
which there were four stone slabs, which 
totaled to a weight of more than three 
tons, was drawn up next to the building 


hty-eighth Street. A chain was passed 
around the stone, and © signal to lift 
was given to Harry R. Boss of 02 West 
133d Street, who was in charge of the 
derrick. Ag the donkey engine started 
the elevated train passed. e steel ca- 
ble tightened with the strain of its load, 
and as the Weight came on the derrick 
the guy ropes grew tense. Sudd there 
was a crack like a pistol shot as the 
supports snapped, and the derrick top- 
pled over. 


The workmen saw their danger and 
rushed out of its path. Fisher lashed 
his horses with the p and they 
sprang fcrward to safety under the ele- 
vated structure. The boom fell to the 
street, partly held up by the cable, but 
the mast landed fully on the tracks, pro- 
jecting half way across. It smash 
the guard rail, ripped up the 
alongside the tracks, and reduce 
the heavy ties to kindling wood. When 
the steel rail was encountered the end of 
the beam snapped off, and a section fully 
ten feet long came hurtling down into the 
street, where twenty men had been, and 
smashing some planking that was there 
for building purposes. 

So narrow was the escape of the train 
that one of the workmen said he instinct- 
ively called to the motorman to hurry.

‘PLAN FOR A CLEANER CITY. 
Civic Bodies Appoint 2 Committee to 


Help the s.uthorities.

HYDE DEFENSE ENDS 
WITHSTRONGDENIALS 


Accused Doctor Swears He Never 
Poisoned Any Member of 
_ the Swope Family. 








USED CYANIDE FOR VERMIN 





And Had Obtained Typhoid and Diph- 
theria Germs to Study Bacteriol- 
ogy, He Testifies. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 10.—-At the 
close of a long and arduous cross-exami- 
nation of Dr. B, C. Hyde by Prosecutor 
Virgil Conkling, the defense to-day rested 
in the tria] of Dr. Hyde for the alleged 
murder by poison of Col. Thomas H. 
Swope, The case, it is thought, will be 
in the hands of the jury by Saturday. 

Dr. Hyde was on the witness stand al- 
most all day, He said that he never 
poisoned any member of the Swope fam- 
ily, that he never dropped capsules in a 
Street in Independence, Mo., as Thomas 
Hi. Swope, Jr., said he saw him doa; that 
he used cyanide mainly for killing bugs 
in his office, and that he injected cam- 
phorated oil and that alone in Margaret 
Swope’s arm. He admitted having ob- 
tained more than 200 culture tubes and 
having had cultures of typhoid and diph- 
therla germs, but said they were only for 
his proposed study of bacteriology. 

It was generally agreed in the Swope 
house, said Dr. Hyde, that he should go 
to New York and meet Lucy Lee Swope. 
The physician denied he ever put any 
germs in drinking water he is said to 
have given the girl. Dr. Hyde said he 
did not recall having given her a drink. 

“Upon your return from New York 
di4 you find aynthing missing from your 
office?’ queried Mr. Walsh, 

“Yes, there were germs and polsons 
missing. Among other things gone were 
some typhoid and diprtheria germs and 
some cyanide of potassium capsules,” an- 
swered the witness. 

*“‘Had you planned to experiment in 
bacteriology?” 

“Yes, even as early as August, 1908. I 
arranged space for a laboratory in the 
building in which my office is located.’’ 

Asked about cyanide, Dr. Hyde admitted 
he bought it of a local druggist. ' 

“What were you going to do with the 
cyanide?’ continued Mr, Walsh. 

“I was going to use it to kill vermin.” 

“Was any of this cyanide ever given to 
any human being?’ 

“No, §Ssir.’’ 

“ Did you ever give M 
or Chrisman Swope any polson except for 
medical purposes?” 

Dr. Hyde answered that he never had. 


DIVORCED, DRANK POISON. 


Former Chorus Girl Taken Dying from 
hotel to Flower Hospital. 


Fiorence Heyneman, 80 years old, a 
former chorus girl, who was divorced 
three weeks ago from her husband, Otto 
H. Heyneman, a lawyer, with offices in 
the Mills Building, San Francisco, was 
taken from the Hotel Wellington to the 
Flower Hospital yesterday suffering from 
carbolic acid poisoning. She was charged 
with attempted suicide. 

Before drinking the contents of a bottle 
labeled poison, the woman made elabo- 
rate preparations for her end, even going 
to the extent of addressing a communi- 
cation to the newspapers concerning the 
manner in which she wished the news of 
her act to be made public.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Ginger from China in Casks Is Held 
Dutiable as a “ Sweetmeat.” 


A decision was handed down yesterday 
by the Board of United States General 
Appraisers affirming the action of Col- 
lector Loeb in assessing a heavy duty on 
preserved ginger from China known as 
“stem” or “cargo” ginger. It is im- 
ported in casks and consists of the imma- 
ture roots and stems of the ginger plant, 


prepared while they are soft and succu- 

lent, and can readily absorb the syrup in 

which they are preserved and packed. 
The Collector naseebed the product as a 














‘‘ sweetmeat,” with duty at the rate of 1 
cent per pound and 35 we cent. ad 
valorem under Paragraph of the Ding- 


ley act. The same rate of duty on sweet- 
meats applies under the act of 1909. The 
importers, U. Delapenda & Co.,,set 
up the contention that the ginger was not 
a “sweetmeat,”’ but an ‘* unenumerated 
manufactured article,” taxable at the rate 
of 20 per cent. J udge Waite, who writes 
the decision for the board upholding Mr. 
Loeb’s classification, considers the va- 
rious phases of the case in minute detail, 
but reaches a conclusion adverse to the 
importers. 

The Collector’s assessment, the Judge 
says, was made upon the theory that 
there is no substantial difference in char- 
acter between the ginger in casks and that 
imported in small crocks for use as a 
sweetmeat, while the importers allege that 
in the condition imported in casks the 
ginger is unfit for consumption and should 

e considered a material from which the 
candied ginger is manufactured. 
Waite says he thinks the 
‘‘edible,”” and this reasoning appears to 
decide the issue against the importers.

ON CONGESTION 


Ex-Commissioner Hebberd Says 
Something Must Be Done to 
Remedy the Evil Here. 








NO STEPS TO CHECK IT 





City Authorities, He Declares, Treat 
the Conditions as a Matter 
of No Importance. 





Ex-Comnitssioner of Charities Robert 
W. [lebberd talkel pininly last night at 
the opening session of the first New York 
Cliv Corferenea on Charities and Ccr- 
rection at the United Charities Building, 
about the lack of forethought on the part 
of the city officials in dealing with the 
pocr and afflicted. 

Mr. Hebberd, as Chairman of the Con- 
ferenca, told the large gathering of s0- 
cial workers and heads of civic organiza~ 
tions why it was felt necessary to have 
such a@ conference at all in addition to 
the annual State and National confer- 
ences, which have become fixed institu- 
tions. He sald the conditions and the 
social questions here wore peculiar to 
this community and were not discussed 
at the other conferences, but were of 
such an urgent character that a new 
movement had to woe plturted to bring 
about their improvement, if possible. 

He said that nothwirhstanding the great 
congestion of population in Manhattan a 
definite plan to prevent tts repetition in 
the other buroukhs was wholly lacking. 
The time had come, hs said, when a 
choice had iv be male efther in favor of 
human greed on the pirt ef the unf- 
scrupulous land specutactor or on the side 
of the helpless tenant and humanity. 
According to Mr. Hebberd there are 
many children in institutions here who 
should be put in suitable family homes, 
and a system of adequate relief to good 
mothers left dependent should be devised, 
s0 that the family could be kept together. 
He declared that although the problems 
of public charity here exceeded those of 
any other community in the world, since 
London dealt with hers by thirty or more 
unions, the fiscal authorities of New 
York had for years handled the.ques- 
tion as a plaything and as of no particu- 
lar moment or importance. 

The result, he said, was that there was 
an almost continual overcrowding of the 
institutions every Winter to an extent 
which was scandalous. He pointed out 
that the budget makers year by year in- 
sisted that the sick poor in Blackwell’s 
Island institutions shall be cared for, in 
many cases, by pagen ; gory helpers and 
attendants, "who are paid a much lower 
wage than the men_who rub down the 


horses in the Street Cleaning Department. 
This and all the other questions sug- 





gested, he said, should be discussed: at 
such a conference. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hebberd’s ad- 
dress this Committee on Organization 
was named, with instructions to report 
to-morrow, when the conference will meet 
at Hartsdale, Westchester County: Be on 
O. ! Lewis, Thomas W. Hynes, 
Helene Ingram, the Rev. W. I. Nichole 
Mrs. R. G. Clarkson, Morris D. Waldman, 
Secretary of the United Hebrew Charities, 
and Benjamin C. March, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Congestion Committee. 

Speaking on the death rate here, Dr. 
John §S. Billings, Jr., of the Health De- 
partmént, said it was high in proportion 
to the density of population, and that in 
the crowded sections here and everywhere 
else the death rate was higher than the 
birth rate, showing a condition of deca- 
dence. He said that the Jews were a peo- 
ple peculiarly immune from tuberculosis 
and many other communicable diseases. 
In a block occupied by Jews the popula- 
tion was 6,992, and the death rate from 
tuberculosis was 15.16 per 1,000, as com- 
pared with 18.33 for the whole city. In 
the same block the death rate of children 
from acute respiratory diseases was 5 

er 1, » &S compared with 10 per 1,000 
or the whole city. This, he said, spoke 
well for the personal habits of the Jews.

Sulzberger.

No doubt the holiday is a muisance. It 
comes at a time of year when no public 
holiday is necessary.

If the holiday was designed to honor 
the memory of Co_umsBus it has already 
failed, because it associates his name 
with a nuisance. 
Remember that the new holiday 
means a loss of Income to numberless 
wage earners. Nobody who works for 
his living was asking for any more 
“days off” in October. The Chronicle 
points out that New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Illinois established Colum- 
bus day after New York, and that the 
demands of a few persons in Washing- 
ton for a National holiday Oct. 12 are 
also due to this State’s example. The 
Chronicle’s argument is just and seri- 
ous. There should be no law enforcing 
idleness Oct. 12. The holiday is not 
popular and never will be. But Gov.

VEILING THE LIGHT, 
The bill paseed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives providing for publicity of 
campaign contributions and disburse- 
nrents will probably be amended in the 
Senate so as to postpone publication 
until after elections, The House Dill 
required reports to be made and ready 
for publication ten days before elec- 
tions. The change is distinctly for the’ 
worse. 
It is nalvely argued that publication 
before elections might be made the 
ground for affecting public sentiment 
and so altering the result of the elec- 
tions. That is quite possible and ex- 
tremely desirable. If elther party ac- 
cepts money from interests that are 
obviously concerned in legislative or 
executive action likely to be influ- 
enced by such contributions, the voters 
have a right to know it, and to express 
their judgment as to such gifts at the 
polls. The light should be turned on 
at the moment when what it discloses 
will attract most attention and will? 
best guide public opinion and action. 
With the provision of the House bill a 
lot of hugger-mugger could be ar- 
ranged for the last ten days of a cam- 
paign, but at least the revelation of all 
of it would not be deferred until it was 
too late to do anything about it. 
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OPPOSING THE TARIFF BOARD. 

President Tart has offered to drive 
a wedge that may prove strong and ef- 
fective into the mischievous system of 
tariff favoritism embodied in the Al- 
drich-Payne law. The Democrats of 
the House seem to have decided to op- 
pose him because the wedge is not 
forged and wielded by Congress. The 
decision is inept. 

Mr. Tart wants a Tariff Board, with 
sufficient powers and funds, to inquire 
into the cost of manufacture in this 
country and abroad with a view to re- 
duce tariff duties to the level of differ- 
ence in such cost. Such a board made 
up of competent men would within a 
year make substantial improvements 
in the tariff ‘inevitable. There is not 
a single schedule of highly protected 
goods in the tariff that would with- 
stand a decently honest and practical 
investigation along these simple Iines. 
The mere existence of such a board, 
armed with adequate authority, would 
place the whole complex tariff system 
on its defense. It would provide a 
definite .mode of ascertaining the 
wrongs and inequalities of the tariff 
and of securing reform of them which 
would be all the more effective because 
it could be applied where needed with- 
out the turmoil and ‘disturbance of a 
general revision. 

The Democrats could hardly deny 
}these facts. They profess to seek the

You cannot 
destroy the issue by shutting your eyes 
to it. It is for us to seek to give this 
widespread sentiment intelligent direo- 


tion and thus secure an adequate and 
workable plan. 





It is perfectly true that we cannot, 
and he cannot, destroy the issue by 
the shutting of eyes. With all due re- 
spect that is what the Governor seems 
somewhat inclined to try to do, by 
substituting for the real issue another, 
that has engaged his personal and of- 
ficial attention. The real issue, as we 
understand it, is not whether the peo- 
ple shall have better and freer means 
of expressing their preferences with 
regard to party nominations, but 
whether the measure proposed by the 
Governor accomplishes this end in the 
most satisfactory fashion. We do not 
think that it does, and this opinion a 
very large number of intelligent and 
independent members of the Republic- 
an Party share. We venture to think 
that these members of the Republican 
Party have a legitimate complaint 
against the Governor when he inti- 
mates that they oppose his aims be- 
cause they do not agree with him as 
to the means to reach them. 

At best the Governor’s measure does 
not strike at the root of the evil. The 
people Go not have their way as to 
nominations because they have such a 
mass of nominations to pass on that 
they cannot maka up their minds, and 
cannot practically carry out such de- 
cision as they may reach. For this 
acknowledged evil the remedy is to re- 
duce the number of offices and to con- 
centrate power and responsibility in 
the offices retained. That is the best 
way, and in our judgment the only 
way, to deprive the politicians of their 
mischievous contro] and give the peo- 
ple the real power they ought to have.

It may be an Ad- 
ministration bill, but it is not a party 
bill. There is a good prospect that the 
time will come when the party will 
point to it with feelings like those re- 
garding the Republican tariff bills 
which have been followed by defeat, 
or financial bills which have been fol- 
lowed by disaster. 
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NOT “ ABSOLUTELY.”

We confess to a.feel- 
ing of impatience that 
verges close upon re- 
sentment every time 
anybody takes it upon 
himself publicly to scold the New York- 
ers who “defame” thelr own city. As 
this large town contains people of all the 
sorts there are, presumably its inhabitants 
include some who are sufficiently igno- 
rant or malignant to deny its merits and 
to exaggerate its faults. That the mem- 
bers of this little group, if it exists, have 
any effect upon its reputation can be bée- 
lieved, however, only with the aid of a 
credulity preposterously large. 

The latest denunciation of New York's 
“ defamers’’ comes from the Mayor, and 
must therefore be taken as the expression 
of a sincere ind'gnation. But we need 
not, and, indeed, cannot, while admitting 
the sincerity, also admit that the griev- 
ance he exploited is real. He said that 
some people and some newspapers here 
‘‘ picture this city as the most vicious, the 
most despicable on earth.’” We, now, are 
unable to identify either the people or the 
newspapers that have done any such 
thing, nor do we know, as the Mayor fur- 
ther said we did—by ‘“‘ we” he meant all 
of us—that this city is ‘‘the most intelli- 
gent, the most moral, and the most de- 
cent of any of them.’ There are a good 
many towns ‘“‘on earth.’”’ Some of them, 
for one reason or another, are worse 
places to live in than New York, but how 
the Mayor can be sure that intelligence, 
morality, and decency culminate on Man- 
hattan Island or even in Greater New 
York we cannot imagine. 

As a matter of fact, he isn’t sure, and 
in all probability his contention is incor- 
rect. Patriotism is a fine thing, and 
reasonable local pride is a fine thing, and 
birds that foul their own nests are de- 
spicable creatures, but everywhere the 
very first step toward progress and im- 
provement is frank recognition of existing 
evils, and the most deadening and dan- 
gerous of all policies is that of denying 
their existence, of whispering ‘‘ Hush!’”’ 
when anybody mentions them, and of call- 
ing him a public enemy who insists on 
punishment of the guilty and the ending 
of established wrong.

Gov. GILLETT of Cal- 
ifornia evidently has 
no intention of “ pan- 
dering to the better 
element ’’ so far as re- 
gards what he calls the “contest’”’ in 
which Messrs. JEFFRIES and JOHNSON are 
to engage on the Fourth of July. The 
law of the State, he says, permits or- 
ganized athletic clubs to hold boxing 
matches on condition that the consent 
of the local authorities has been obtained, 
that the number of rounds is limited, and 
that the boxers are examined by a phy- 
sician before they begin operations. Prize- 
fights are as illegal in California as any- 
where else, but this is not to. be a prize- 
fight—it is to be a boxing match. The 
men who are managing it say so, and 
surely they ought to know. Also, they 
have complied or will comply with all 
the other conditions. Hence the Governor 
can see neither reason nor excuse for in- 
terference. 

Technically, this position is a strong 
one; for the Governor’s purposes it is 
probably a tenable one, and, if he sticks 
to it, as he doubtless will unless the “ bet- 
ter element ’”’ succeeds in making its pow- 
er felt in some unexpected way, the ef- 
forts many good people are making to 
prevent a settlement of the question 
whether Mr. JEFFRIES or Mr. JOHNSON is 
the better man with his hands seem 
doomed to failure, 

Now, interest tn that question is not en- 
tirely confined, we have heard, to the 
criminal classes, and there are said to be 
some fairly legitimate reasons why it 
would be well to have it settled—if only, 
of course, it be settled right. Therefore 
do we suspect that the Governor knows 
what he is about and Is confident that he 
will make more friends than enemies by 
contenting himself with finding good ex- 
cuses for inaction, instead of seeking 
those that would warrant him in spoiling 
sport.

have been ordered to use some discretion 
in the matter. For it is not the motor- 
man’s fault if people commit suicide by 
throwing themselves under his car, and 
there are accidents of the really unavoid- 
able kind, and when they happen he is 
unfortunate rather than blameworthy. In 
such cases it is certainly sufficient that 
the motorman’s name and address be 
taken, and proper that he be allowed to 
go on about his business, which is one 
upon the continuous performance of which 
the public convenience largely depends. 
On the other hand, there are not a few 
accidents just on the line between the 
avoidable and the unavoidable, and when 
they happen it will take a policeman more 
than normally wise to exercise an in- 
variably wise discrimination. In all such 
instances he should give public safety 
the benefit of his doubt and arrest the 
man who, if anybody, is responsible. 
Even if undeserved, the hardship is not 
severe, and the knowledge that clear and 
unquestionable innocence alone can give 
immediate immunity from arrest will tend 
to keep the motormen careful. Obviously 
unjust and unnecessary arrests do not 
have that tendency. Instead they only 
caube resentment, and resentment is not 
unapt to inspire recklessness,

PUGILISM pay RACE QUESTION 7 


Possible Undesirable Outcome of Fight 
Between Jeffries and Johnson. 


To the Evtivor of Ihe Vew York Times: 
It is a serious question whether or not steps | 
ought to be taken to prevent the much-heralded 
prizefight between a man of the writer’s own 
race, the negro pugilist, Jack Johnson, and the 
white ex-champion, Jeffries. This ring con- | 
test is assuming a magnitude far surpassing | 
any similar previous event in recent times, and 
far out of proportion to the intrinsic impor- | 
tance of the event from the standpoint of pure- 
ly professional and scientific pugilism—if there 
is such a thing. The degree of interest. is 
srowing and accumulating intensely from week 
to week. The names even of an ex-President 
vf the United States and an ex-Premier of the 
United Kingdom have been unwarrantedly, of 
course, associated in one way or another with 
the coming event. Sermons have been preached 
all over the country on the theme, ‘‘ Can 
Jeffries Come Back!’ and in a vein that in- 
dicates that even the clergymen regard the 
event as one of great moment, as if Jeffries 
was the modern Samson going up against the 
Philistine, the negro, Johnson, called by at 
least one clergyman, ‘‘ the black gorilla.’ 
It is clear that the issue is coming rapidly 
to be regarded as a racial test, and, to use a 
Biblical analogy again, Jeffries as the Anglo- 
Saxon David against the African Goliath. 
Even the children and the women of all the 
varied American nationalities are taking the 
matter up, and it is White versus Black. 
Herein lies the evil and danger in the pro- 
posed contest. It is even now inoreasing a 
tension already stretched to the snapping 
point, namely, the race or anti-negro tension, 
and in this view incalculable harm is lNikely 
to result or may be already resulting from 
the discussion and ill-will engendered thus 
early, 
This thing is calctlated to array the senti- 
ment of the entire country against the negro, 
even before the issue. It is true that Johnson 
is already the world’s heavyweight champion. 
But he won it in a faroff land, where anti- 
negro sentiment, though existent, !s nothing 
‘tke as acute as in the United States. Even 
the coming home of Johnson as the champion 
had a distinctly bad effect in certain ways. 
But for Johnson to defend the championship 
successfully here in the United States against 
a white ex-champion is a still more dangerous 
thing. While it {s true Johnson’s defeat would 
probably be attended immediately by expres- 
sion of anti-negro feeling, these expressions 
would be comparatively mild and transient. 
But if Johnson wins the anti-negro sentiment 
will quicky and dangerously collect itself 
ready to strike back at any undue exhibition 
of rejoicing on the part of negroes. Race 
prejudice is already sufficiently acute in the 
United States. This fight ought to be called 
off.

I know of one illustrator who is 
supported by one publication—he does not 
bother about seeking other work—because his 
friend is the art editor, or rather the art editor 
is his friend. 

Another thing Is the vicious lies published re- 
garding the incomes of the illustrators whose 
works are in demand, the leading illustrators, 
one might say—for instance, Harrison Fisher's 
$70,000 a year, or Flagg and his $35,000 a 
year. Now, these men might get these incomes, 
falthough I doubt it.) but there are 6,000 or 
more other individuals who receive little or 
nothing, considering the talent they possess 
and the time and money spent upon that talent 
to perfect it.

Effects Upon the Public Schools 
This City. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In India, so travelers say, labor is exceed- 
ingly cheap—but don’t go to live there thinking 
you can get a@ good servant for $6 a year. The 
** division of labor’’ is carried out there to a 
great degree of fineness, indeed, and none of 
the dozen servants in a house will do the very 
least thing beyond certain prescribed acts set 
down and nominated in the bond. 

One would suppose a somewhat similar sys- 
tem was in vogue here, under the name “‘ de- 
partmental’’ plan, for our public schools, or 
at least the upper classes. A teacher of geog- 
raphy, for instance, is as likely as not to be 
indifferent to the spelling, and a written lesson 
in geography when the spelling is erratic is a 
joke. Furthermore, if the geography teacher 
turns a period into a spelling exercise, the bell 
for change rings unexpectedly scon. The same 
may be sald of history, rudimentary science, 
any class you will. There is no clearing house, 
so to speak, where tangled ends are gathered 
up, nor any one to do such work. The teacher 
whose class it !s very often does not teach 
them any subject at all, but just keeps the rec- 
ord of attendance, and Principals are chiefly 
occupied In making out statistics and attending 
to ‘‘ working papers’’ for boys needing them 
to help in teaching. 

Concealment, like a worm in the bud, Is 
doing incredible mischief in the matter of the 
departmental system, and there is decidedly 
little hope that any responsible person will tell 
the truth about it—it would be all his official 
life is worth. Perhaps some “ irresponsible °’ 
person may be permitted to tell the truth about 
this; one such ‘‘ irresponsible ’’ was the cause 
of the athletic disclosures—he was so termed 
by the President of the P. 8 A. L.

Graduate Medical School and Hospital, 


at Second Avenue and Twentieth Street, 


one of the largest and most thoroughly 


equipped institutions of the kind in the 


world, has just begun to the eastward of 
the present structure, The new building, 
which will cost about $600,000, will be 
twelve stories in height, including a tows 
er which will have beds for fifty private 
patients. 

There are several features called for 
by the building plans which are unique 
in hospital and medical school construeé- 
tion in this country. One is a pavilion on 
the top of the tower, where patients re- 
quiring open air can be treated. The of- 
ficials of the institution purpose to treat 
pneumonia and tuberculosis there as &@ 
means of instructing the post graduats 
students in the modern treatment of the 
diseases. 

Another feature of the new building will 
be a loggia, or central court, which will 
open to the street front and to the rear 
on three floors. Here beds can be kept 
all day and night, so that patients can 
have access to fresh air at all times. In 
fact, fresh air will form an important 
part in the arrangement of the building. 
There will be eight roof spaces, with three 
long balconies to the eastward, where an 
unbroken view of the East River can be 
had over the roofs of the low lying build- 
ings along Twentieth Street. 

A description of the uses to which the va- 
rious floors will be put, as planned by 
the drawings and specifications by Me- 
Kim, Mead & White, will give a general 
idea of the new structure. The ground 
floor will be used for the treatment of 
and instruction in the diseases of pa- 
tients, especially those diseases which 
pertain to the nose and throat The 
apothocary’s department will also be on 
this floor.

will be a roof garden. The private rooms 
in the tower, which will be four stories 
high, will range in price from a very 
moderate sum to expensive quarters. 

The same service which will be maine 
tained in the building proper will ex- 
tend to the roof and to the tower.

There was no end of enthusiasm at the 
Lyric Theatre last night where Sir 


Charles Young’s very old-fashioned melo- 
drama of ‘*‘Jim the Penman’’ was re- 
vived by a so-called “ all-star’ cast, in 
which several of the actors really are 
popular stars. That subsequent perform- 
@nces will arouse as much enthusiasm 
may well be doubted, as the audience 
was obviously of the most friendly sort, 
and there was plenty of that kind of 
first aid to curtain calis which skillful 
managers know how to use. But the 
piece for all that has popular values 
which will doubtless insure pro#perity for 
And the present cast, what- 
ever shortcomings may be noticeable in 
épcts, is, on the whole, competent enough 
for the work in hand. 

No actors under the sun could make 
“Jim, the Penman,’’ with its rhetoric 
and its bombast, seem like life, and these 
actors fortunately do not try to do so. 
or the most part they are content to act 

to their parts, and avail themselves of 
] the license which melodrama affords. 
As in previous performances of the play, 
much is made of the scenes of the letters, 
in the first of which Agnes Ralston and 
Louis Percival discover that a trick has 
been played, resulting in their separation, 
and in the second of which Agnes sudden- 
ty discovers the guilty person to be her 
iusband, Jim the Penman. Again, there 
is, of course, the familiar and somewhat 
overdrawn humor of the impossible Cap- 
tain Redwood’s detective method—or ab- 
sence of it—and the resultant sympathy 
for Jim the Penman, who most cer- 
tainly does not deserve it, and who, as 
scoundrels go in this wicked world, would 
appear to be a pretty fair sample of the 
genuine article. 

Sir Charles Young did not write many 
plays, and the one under consideration 
was the first to bring him any fame. 
And last night, to this one writer at least, 
tthe idea somehow seemed to intrude, that 
with so good a plot basis a very much 
better play than ‘Jim the Penman” 
might have been developed. However, as 
said before, it has always had popular 
values, and has them still. And that is 
generally enough to satisfy managers, 
the actors, and most audiences, as well. 

There is a tradition that in Mr. Fred- 
erick Robinson’s original performance of 
Ralston some doubt existed for a long 
time as to his identity with that of the 
forger of the story. However that may 
be, it is certain that Mr. Wilton Lackaye’s 
general appearance and manner are not 
such as to leave occasion for much guéss- 
ing, though his performance has abtindant 
jiervous energy and variety, and all the 
ery vigor to be theatrically effec- 
tive. 

So, too, in Mr. John Mason's skillful 
hands Capt. Redwood becomes a highly 
interesting figure, and the ready-made, 
just-in-the-nick-of-time curtain speeches 
ere delivered with exactly the snap and 
authority to give them their full value.

COMPOSER OF “POIA” 
MILD TO GERMANS 


Arthur Nevin, Home from Berlin, 
Takes Criticlsms of His 
Work Philosophically. 








WORKOF STUDENTS, HESAYS 





They Led Disturbers by Blowing In 
Door Keys to Drown Applause— 
May Produce It Here. 





Arthur Nevin, the composer of the opera 
** Poia,” which was recently produced in 
Berlin and was severely crit¥cised by the 
German newspapers, arrived yesterday on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. In 
speaking of his experience abroad, Mr. 
Nevin said: 

*“‘After waiting for three years I had 
my opera produced at the Opera House 
in Berlin and it was a very exciting time 
for me. For four days I was subjectéd 
to personal abuse, not criticism. At the 
opening performance I was called on the 
stage with Mr. Hartley, the librettist of 
the opera, and the applause was genuine 
in all parts of the house, but it was 
mingled with organized hissing and whist- 
ling in the gallery. The students, not 
content with whistling with their mouths, 
had enormous doorkeys, which they blew 
into with great gusto. The papers in 
Berlin said that the production of ‘ Poia’ 
had created more excitement than any 
other opera since ‘ The Meistersinger.’ 

“‘T think that the opposition to my opera 
was due to two causes; first, on account 
of a rumor that the Crown Prince was in- 
terested in its production, and, secondly, 
the anti-foreign sentiment which exists 
very strongly in Germany.”’ 

“Do you think that ‘ Pola’ was a suo- 
cess?’ he was asked. 

*““I can hardly answer that question,’ 
replied Mr. Nevin, ‘‘ because the attacks 
made upon me so unexpectedly upset me 
so much that I hardly knew where I 
stood. 

“So far as the people were concerned, I 
was told that ‘ Poia’ was popular, and it 
was put on for four performances in one 
week and then the Opera House was 


closed for the season for repairs. 

‘The Crown Prince did come to hear the 
opera on the second performance, and 
had the Opera House connected by tele- 
phone with the palace at Potsdam on 
Friday, the final performance, so that 
the Emperor and the Empress could hear 
it. The critics admitted that the orches- 
tration was good, but they qualified that 
remark by saying that I did not write it. 
Two of the principal newspapers in Ber- 
lin said that ‘ Poia’ had been taken out 
of the opera programme for the final 
week, and had to apoligize in their next 
edition.”’ 

Mr. Nevin added that he would be 
pleased to produce it in New York if 
he got an offer. He is at work on a 
new opera with Mr. Hartley which is to 
be called ‘“‘ Twilight.’

& Erlanger last night. 

These managers, who own and con- 
trol 200 of the leading traveling combi- 
nations in this country, to say nothing of 
their individual ownership of theatres or 
leases of theatres in big cities, have 
formed an alliance and placed the booking 
of their various combinations and inter- 
ests in the hands of Klaw & Erlanger, 
with instructions to play only in such ter- 
ritory and in such theatres as will give 
the producing managers the support to 
which they are entitled for the vast out- 
lay involved in making their productions, 
and all time for these various attractions 
can only be secured through the offices 
of Kiaw & Erlanger. 

“During the past week much has been 
printed in the newspapers about various 
circuits of one-night stands, and circular 
letters have been sent out notifying the 
producing managers where they must ap- 
ply for time for their attractions.

park, or other public place, an automobile or 
nae motor vehicle, and operate or drive or 
cause the same to be 
his own profit, use, or purpose, steals the same 
and is guilty of larceny, and shall be punished 
accordingly.

Convention Speech of Vice President 
of City Bank Makes an Impression 
in the Financial District. 





Vice President J. T. Talbert of the Na- 
tional City Bank in an address before the 
Texas Bankers’ Convention at El Paso 
yesterday said some things about the ex- 
travagance of the present-day customs 
ang of the part which the banks play in 
the present scheme of expenditure which 
greatly interested the financial district 


where Mr. Tees speech was printed 
by the news agenci 

Mr. Talbert said ‘that the maintenance 
- present high prices depends very large- 
= upon the expansion of credit, and that 

rein lay one of the chief elements of 
danger. One extravagance, which he dis- 
cussed under the heading ‘Our National 
Vice,’’ Mr. Talbert said: 

* We are squandering on pleasure ve- 
hicles annually sums of money running 
into hundreds of millions of dollars. The 
initial cost of automobiles to American 
users amounts to not less than $250,000,- 
000 a year. The up-keep and other neces- 

es expenditures, as well as incidentals, 
which would not otherwise be incurred 
amount to at least as much more. This 
vast sum is equivalent in actual economic 
waste each year to more than the value of 
property destroyed in the San Francisco 
fire—perhaps twice as much. 

“In the matter of individual expend- 
ftures it is the fashion now to be extrav- 
agant to the point of wastefulness, and 
the fashion is running riot. Individual 
thrift is considered not merely miserly 
hoarding, but ts looked upon as a vice and 
a thing to be ~ ised. It is said that this 
is not a day small things, and that 
wealth, as waadth goes now, may no long- 
er be accumulated by the slow process of 
savings and economics: This may be true 
ff we shall measure wealth only by bil- 
lions or hundreds of millions, but, just as 
surely as there ever existed virtue in 
economy, of cuntentment and independ- 
ence in frugality, they are there to-day, 
‘and just as surely as individyal and Na- 
tional extravagance ever led to a day of 
reckoning <they are doing so to-day. 
Among nations, and among individuals, 
permanent wealth and material progress 
are the results, not so much of rich natural 
resources as thev are the products of 
economy and thrift; not alone economy in 
the arts of pro@uction, but economy of 
use.” 

The maintenance of the present high 
level of prices, ne said, is dependent upon 
the sustained purchasing power of the in- 
dividual which. in turn depends very 
largely, if not wholly, upon the expansion 
Herein, Mr. Talbert added, lies 
one of the chief elements of weakness and 
danger in the situation. 

“If the banks,’’ he continued, ‘‘ may by 
increasing loans, create credits, which in 
turn create purchasing power and a sus- 
tained demand for high-priced goods, 
thereby still further advancing prices in 
the benefits of which ail classes share ex- 
cept those who possess fixed incomes, it 
may be asked why this is not good; why 
not continue to promote the general abil- 
ity to spend; why not continue giving to 
each Individual an amount of enjoyment, 
luxury, and pleasure unknown before, par- 
ticularly when all this may be accom- 
plished by merely increasing loans? The 
simple but comprehensive and truthful 
answer is that it cannot be done because 
in the long run every act of wastefuiness 
and every item of extravagance must be 
paid for to the last farthing; every item 
consumed must be earned.’ 

Mr. Talbert also discussed the danger of 
the country —— its favorable trade bal- 
ance and of adding an adverse trade bal- 
ance to the other debit items which run 
against this country to the extent of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars a year. Mr. 
Talbert estimated these Len y at a total 
of $900,000,000, including $200,000,000 spent 
abroad by American travelers, $300,000, - 
000 paid to foreign shopowners, and $400,- 
000,000 paid in dividends and interest on 
American securities held abroad and in 
other similar ways.

Disappointment over the postponement 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit dividend 
meeting was general in speculative circles. 
The stock displayed rather exceptional 
resistance to the weakness governing the 
rest of the market a week or so ago, sim- 
ply because the expectation was general 
that the Directors would meet to-day 
and raise the dividend to 4 5 per cent. 
basis. It-now appears that as little more 
time is to be permitted to go by be- 
fore the meeting is held to discuss the 
dividend it is not impossible that the seo- 
ond thoughts will lead to the abandon- 
ment of what waa considered a settled 
programme of enlarging the distribution. 
There is obviously a strong pull on the 
Directors to make the iricrease in order 
to create a better market for the com- 
pany’s convertible bonds.

The Gould Transcontinental. 


On Friday last there was put under way 
without publicity the construction of the 
88 miles of road which is to connect up 
the Western Maryland at Cumberland and 
the Pittsburg & Lake Erie at Connellis- 
ville, Penn. This link, nevertheless, is in 
its essential features the project which, 
while yet on paper, caused the publica- 
tion of thousands of columns of news- 
paper comment, for it was by means 
of a line from the Western Maryland to 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie that the 
Goulds were going to have the glory and 
the profit of establishing the first trans- 
continental railway. It is rather surpris- 
ing to note the consequences of the fall- 
ure of the Goulds to construct this link of 
some 100 miles, which was all that was 
really needed to complete their system 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. The 
‘Western Maryland is no longer in their 
control, their ambitious Wabash-Pitts- 
burg Terminal and the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie are in receivers’ hands, and even the 
Wabash itself, which brought them east 
of the Mississippi, is persistently re 
ported as having passed away from 
them. Their Pacific Coast extension, the 
Western Pacific, is understood to have 
been offered to James J. Hill, if not in 
whole at least in part. From time to 
time Mr. Hawley has been accused of 
coveting the Denver & Rio Grande, and 
what he covets he often acquires—witness 
the Chicago & Alton. The Missouri Pa- 
cific the Goulds have intact and undis- 
puted, but there are possibilities in the 
property far beyond anything yet devel- 
oped by them. '

Bank Deposits and interest. 

There is a quiet but definite sympathy 
existing among the best bankers through- 
out this State with the campaign begun by 
Clark Williams, when Superintendent of 
Banks, to cut down interest rates on sav- 
ings deposits, a@ proposal accepted by 
Rochester bankers and which inevitably 
made concrete opinion to the effect that 
interest paid on all kinds of deposits was 
undoubtedly excessive in nine cases out 
of ten. It was with a good deal of in- 
terest, therefore, that the banking com- 
munity learned that the New Jersey 
Bankers’ Association had adopted a res- 
olution to pay no more than 8% per cent. 
on time and savings deposits and to limit 
the interest allowed on active accounts to 
not more than 2 per cent. on balances of 
less than $500. The results of this step 
can be readily ascertained and may have 
something to do with the course of the 
similar agitation in this State,

Hopes Thus to End Opposition to the 
New Haven Road. 


BOSTON, May 10.—Much Massachusetts 
opposition to the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad was eliminated to- 
day when President Chanles S, Mellen. 
agreed to an investigation of the finances 
of the road by any fair-minded board as 
a step toward validating the capital in- 
debtedness of the company, in accordance 
with his own petition to the Legislature. 

The leaders of the opposition, generally 
known as the ‘“anti-mergerites,” ex- 
pressed themselves as satisfied with the 
attitude of Mr. Mellen and agreed that 
such action would go far toward bringing 
about a better feeling. 

Mr. Mellen appeared at the State House 
accompanied: by Vice President T. DB. 
Byrnes, Director Hemenway, and James 
D. Brady of New York. He spoke five 
minutes in submitting his petition and bill 
for the validation of the securities of the 
company, and while replying to questions 
by House Chairman R. B. Washburn of 
Worcester he agreed to the suggestion 
that the road be investigated, the bill be- 
ing referred to the next Legislature, 

Mr. Mellen said: 

“It is a condition, not a theory, which 
confronts the New Haven Road in Massa- 
chusetts. Your Attorney General says 
| that a large aes of the capital stock of 
our road is illegal Our lawyers claim 
that it is not. The feeling in the public 
mind is not favorable to the company, 
and we feel that we cannot make money 
unless we have’ a better feeling. So we 
come here in all fairness and ask that this 
matter be straightened out.” 

Mr. Mellen said that the co we)- 
comed any sort of an examination into 
its finances, provided it was pursued with 
a fair, honest intent, and he suggested 
that the joint Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners and the Tax and the Bank Com- 
missioners should be authorized to act. 
These officials were agreeable to the

PROMISE AN ARREST TO-DAY 





Think the Burglar Rang the Bell and 
Then Forced His Way in Past 
the Housekeeper. 





The Detective Bureau’s finger-print men 
are working hard over the only clue that 
the police have turned up in the search 
tor the burglar who, on Monday after- 
noon, while attempting to rob the home 

Dr. Mott D. Cannon at 131 West 1224 
Street, murdered Margaret Meehner, his 
aged housekeeper, and William Benam, 
his young Hindu butler, the only two per- 
sons in the house at the time. 

It came out last night, in spite of the 
efforts of the police to suppress the in- 
formation, that they had found near the 
body of the old woman a blood-stained 
piece of linen about 12 by 18 inches, which 
had been pinned to a _ thick-cushioned 
chair in the foyer between the parlor and 
the doctor’s office in the rear. In his 
haste the burglar had snatched that off 
the chair and wiped his hands on it. 

There are two distinct finger prints 
discernible. They are evidently of the first 
end second fingers. The detectives are 
wt work running through their finger print 
records trying to find there a copy of 
those on the linen head rest. 

Capt. Kuehne of the Harlem Detective

The twoscore of detectives .have not 
yet discovered how the burglar—it is’ 
easier to assume that there was only ong 
gained entrance to the house, nor has 
the jimmy or heavy instrument with 
which he battered in the heads of the 
housekeeper and the Hindu been found. 
It is hardly conceivable that he would 
take along with him the instrument with 
which he had committed the double mur- 
der, for it was all done in broad daylight.

,» Ground thoroughly yesterday, said he was 


practically certain that thé burglar did 
not gain admittance to the house through 
the rear windows or door. He thinks he 
rang the front door bell and entered when 
the housekeeper opened the door, though 
it was a standing order of Dr. Cannon 
that no one be admitted to the house 
when he was absent, and he was away at 
the time. He left the house shortly be- 
fore 3 o'clock, made some professional 
cajis, and returned at 4:45 o’clock. 

he detectives believe the burglar knew 
sométhing about the habits of the physi- 
Slan, and waited until he went out for his 
afternoon calls. He may have known 
that William Carter, the negro butler who 
preceded the Hindu at Dr. Cannon's, had 
left the house last Saturday to accept a 
place with Dr. Reuben Cronson, who lives 
next door to Dr. Cannon at 133 West 1v2d 
Stréet, and he may not have known that 
the négro’s place had been filled, possibly 
being under the impression that he would 
find no man in the house gfter the phy- 
sician had left. 

The detectives, however, are tlnding 
ditiiculty in deciding just what hap- 
pened in the housé aiter the burglar got 
nm. When he reached the hallway he 
found the door to the parlor just to the 
right, which has a door in the rear Jead- 
ing out to the expanded hallway, a sort 
he housekeeper’s body 
lay near this latter door, with two bullet 
holes in her face and several deep wounds 
on her head. 

It seemed to the detectives who first 
looked at the bodies that any one of the 
blows was enough to kill the “tragile little 
woman, who was 69 years old, but the au- 
topsy at the Morgue yesterday showed 
cerebral hemorrhages in both her case 
and that of the Hindu, which proved that 
they were not dead when they were shox, 
accorcing to Coroner’s Physicians Schultz 
and O’ Hanlon.

RESCUE GIRL IN CHINATOWN. 


Had Been Lared Here to “ White 
Slavery,” Frank Moss Says. 


Through the efforts of Miss Elizabeth 
J. Moss, daughter of Assistant District 
Attorney Frank Moss, Marcelle Feaure, a 
17-year-old girl who is alleged to have 
been lured from her home in Easton, 


Penn,, to “slavery’’ in Chinatown, was 
rescued from the home of a Chinaman 
and his white wife at 22% Catharine Street 
last night just before she was to have 
been sold, according to the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, to a Chinatown character 
known as the “‘ Gypsy Queen.”’ 

Detectives Fitzsimmons and Russo of 
the District Attorney's office, acting with- 
out a warrant, on orders issued by Assist- 
ant District Attorney Moss, arrested Rena 

Lee of 11 Pell Streét, nominally for 
having kept a disorderly resort there on 
March }t. An‘hour later the police of the 
Elizabeth Street Station arrested at 22 
Catharine Street, where the Feaure gir 
was being kept, Tom Lee, a restaurant 
keeper, his w ite wife, Fanny Lee, and 
Hom Him, all as material witnesses. One 
of the women *Geme’ according to Mr. 
Moss, is the ypsy Queen,’’ and the 
other the woman who lured ‘the Feaure 
girl to Chinatown. 

According to Mr. Moss, his sister and 
Migs Bertha Rembaugh, learned that the 
gira had been bured to this city by an Eas- 
ton woman who had previously been in- 
duced to come here by still another Eas- 
ton woman named Kitty Sauerwein. The 
Feaure girl, he says, came to the Cath- 
arine Street house on Saturday, where 
her friend was living with a Chinaman.
